BORISOV ANALYZES ECONOMIC, POLITICAL STATUS OF SOCIALIST STATES

[Text] The 26th CPSU Congress, which put forward the wide-ranging and concrete 
Peace Program for the 1980's, again put at the center of our international policy 
questions of the development of the world socialist system and the strengthening 
of the unity and cohesion of the Marxist-Leninist parties of the socialist com- 
munity. There are profound reasons for this approach by the CPSU to relations 
with the fraternal countries and parties. 


The successful development of the mutual relations of the socialist community coun- 
tries determines to a decisive extent the political destiny of all of world social- 
ism and enables it to become established and endure in the acute and complex con- 
frontation with international imperialism and reaction and to fruitfully build a 
new, socialist world. 


The fraternal countries’ interaction multiplies appreciably the aggregate eco- 
nomic, scientific-technical and defense might of real socialism. The close coop- 
eration and cohesion of the communist parties in building a new society based on 
the principles of Marxism-Leninism proves their ideological soundness and the in- 
t_rnational significance of Marxist-Leninist teaching.

Practice has corroborated completely V. I. Lenin's historical foresight concerning 
the fact that “socialism contains gigantic forces, and mankind has now switched to 
a new stage of development with excecttionally brilliant possibilities."! These 
words have come true. A whole number of European, Asian, Latin American and Af- 
rican countries embarked on the path of building socialism in the wake of the 
October Revolution. The world socialist community, which was, is and will be the 
decisive revolutionary force of the present day, emerged and is developing suc- 
cessfully. 


Abiding by Lenin's precepts, the CPSU is developing, in conjunction with the other 
communist and workers parties of the socialist countries, the most important theo- 
retical problems connected with the strengthening of the socialist community and 

















the growth of its forces and political influence and their uw ity and cohesion. 

"We need unity, cooperation and joint actions now," Comrade L. I. Brezhnev empha- 
sized, “primarily to tackle more rapidly ard efficiently the tasks of the develop- 
ment of the socialist society and the building of communism. We also need unity, 
cohesion and cooperation to defen. and consolidate as successfully as possible 
peace, which is so essential to all peoples, reinforce the relaxation of interna- 
tional tension and effectively rebuff all of imperialism's aggressive sallies and 


all attempts to encroach on the interests of socialism."2 


The material of the 23d, 24th and 25th CPSU congresses and the congresses of the 
fraternal parties revealed in depth the objective factors determining the cohesion 
ot the socialist countries and the principles and forms of multilateral coopera- 
tion and the mutual exchange of experience and achievements in different spheres 
of building the new life. All this required much time and collective effort in 
the search for an answer to many fundamentally new questions of theory and prac- 
tice and a considered and timely response to different turns of events. But thanks 
to a correct Marxist-Leninist approach, the CPSU and the fraternal parties tackled 
the most complex problems in a spirit of mutual understanding, complete equality 
and noninterference in one another's internal affairs. “The very foundation of 
our close cooperation and its living heart and directing. organizing force,” the 
CPSU Central Committee Report to the 25th CPSU Congress observed, “is, of course, 
the indestructible combat alliance of the communist parties of the socialist coun- 
tries and the unity of their world outlook, unity of goals and unity of wili."? 


Further theoretical elaboration of the problems of the development of the socialist 
community were reflected in the documents of the 26th CPSU Congress. The report 

of L. I. Brezhnev, general secretary of the party Central Committee, provided an 
in-depth analysis of the development of world socialism and put forward new ideas 
on the progressive sociopolitical and economic role of the socialist community in 
the world and on the fact that real socialism is now the main buttress of peace 

in the world. 


The 26th CPSU Congress emphasized particularly forcefully the paramount signifi- 
cance of the constant interaction of the communist parties of the fraternal coun- 
tries for the achievement of a fundamental unity of views on all major problems of 
socioeconomic development and international policy. The achievement and strength- 
ening of this unity of views is by no means a simple, automatic matter. It re- 
quires the constant, intensive creative work of all the fraternal parties, the cor- 
rect combination of national and international interests and the readiness and 
ability to subordinate current interests and tasks to the communists’ fundamental 
long-term goals. An outstanding contribution to all this work is being made by 
our party and its Central Committee and Politburo headed by L. I. Brezhnev. A 
great deal of work in the field of the development of contacts with the leaders 

of the fraternal parties of the socialist countries has also been performed by 
other members of the CPSU Central Committee Politburo, Politburo candidates and 
CPSU Central Committee secretaries. Immediately following the 26th congress, 
Soviet leaders held important talks with the leaders of the communist parties [as 
published] of Vietnam and the Polish United Workers Party [PZPR]. During the con- 
gresses of the Bulgarian Communist Party, Czechoslovak Communist Party [CPCz], 
Socialist Unity Party of Germany [SED], Mongolian People's Revolutionary Party 
[MPRP] and Cuban Communist Party meetings and talks were conducted between leading 
personalities of these parties and the CPSU delegations. Comrade L. I. Brezhnev's 























Crimea meetings with the leaders of the ruling parties and states of the socialist 
community are of importance in the development of fraternal cooperation in the fur- 
ther formulation of joint standpoints on key problems of world politics. 


interparty cooperation is an important channel of the study and exchange of experi- 
ence of party leadership of different spheres of socialist and communist building 
and the society as a whole. The need for increased attention to be paid to the ex- 
perience of the fraternal countries ensues from the directives of the 26th CPSU 
Congress. The fate of socialism in each fraternal country and the socialist com 
munity and world socialism as a whole depends to a decisive extent on the degree 

to which the positive and negative experience of the fraternal parties is consid- 
ered and on what practical lessons are drawn from this experience. 


It is important that the experience of building socialism correspond to the 
Marxist-Leninist criteria which have been verified by life and the practice of 

the struggle for the establishment and development of the new society. The mutual 
Study and exchange of experience should, given all its richness and diversity, 
contribute to the rapprochement and strengthening of the unity of the parties, 
States and peoples of the socialist community. 


The pivotal area of the fraternal states’ interaction is their political coopera- 
tion. This cooperation continues to develop actively. 


Evzluating the achievements in the development of the socialist countries’ coopera- 
tion, the 26th CPSU Congress emphasized with new force the importance of continu- 
ing to strengthen the unity and cohesion of the socialist community in every pos- 
sible way. The political significance of this task increases more than ever under 
current c_-7itions. On the one hand, this is dictated by the fact that, as the 
congress pointed out, the fraternal countries are confronted by increasingly im 
portant creative tasks in the sphere of the economy, social development and the 
formation of communist consciousness. Tasks of such a scale can be tackled confi- 
dently and successfully given one another's reliable support. On the other hand, 
and the congress dealt with this directly, the international conditions under which 
socialist and communist building has to be undertaken are becoming increasingly 
complex. Nonetheless, the set goals have been achieved. As the CPSU Central Com 
mittee Report to the congress emphasizes, “it is today perfectly clear that the 
Soviet Union and its allies are now more than ever the main bulwark of peace in 

the world. "4 


The 26th CPSU Congress and the congresses of other fraternal parties of the social- 
ist countries charted clear and substantiated paths of the further development of 
the cooperation of the socialist countries and the utmost strengthening of the 
unity and cohesion of the socialist community. 


As Comrade Gustav Husak, general secretary of the CPCz Central Committee, empha- 
sized at the congress of Czechoslovak communists, "the 26th CPSU Congress enriches 
our knowledge, implants confidence in us and inspires us to the further building 
of the developed socialist society."> The MPRP believes, Comrade Yumjaagiyn 
Tsedenbal, first secretary of the MPRP Central Committee, pointed out at the 18th 
party congress, that “the constant strengthening of the international alliance of 
the socialist community countries and the further extension of their political, 














economic and ideological cooperation are a determining factor of socialism's impact 
on the entire course of contemporary world development ."® 


ill this testifies that the socialist world is demonstrating its capacity for con- 
stant progress in the political sphere and firm resolve to continue to strengthen 
ind intensify relations of friendship and all-around cooperation. 


The 26th CPSU Congress drew the tremendously important conclusion that a new, his- 
torically unprecedented type of relations between states which are truly just, 
equal and fraternal had been established among the socialist community countries. 
"A fundamental unity of views has been established,"/’ L. I. Brezhnev emphasized at 
the congress, among the socialist countries on all major problems of international 
politics. An influential and salutory role in international affairs is performed 
by the activity of the Warsaw Pact Organization and, primarily, its Political Con- 
sultative Committee (PKK), which in recent years has repeatedly presented major 
initiatives for the strengthening of peace and relaxation of tension. It is use- 
ful to recall in this connection that back in 1976 in a declaration adopted in 
Bucharest the PKK put forward proposals on the adoption of urgent measures for a 
halt to the nuclear arms race and a transition to disarmament and on the fact that 
there is no intelligent alternative to detente and that it is needed equally by 
all states. Having confirmed these propositicns, the PKK meeting in Moscow in 
1978 pointed out that a decisive shift in the business of halting the arms race 
was being counteracted by the policy of imperialism, which was resorting to methods 
of provocation, hostility and military conflicts and to flagrant interference in 
the internal affairs of independent states,” which even then was threatening the 
deteni.. process and running counter to the peoples’ aspiration to peace, freedom, 
independence and progress. 


The PKK meeting in Warsaw in May 1980 stated that in the recent period the inter- 
national situation had become eve. more complex and that the threat to the cause 
of peace and detente had grown considerably. The PKK put forward a comprehensive 
program of measures to exclude the pocsasessay of the outbreak of a new war and to 
erect an insurmountable barrier on its path.! 


As observed at the 26th CPSU Congress, all this tremendous amount of work is pro- 
ducing impressive results. In the recent period, which has been extremely tense 
from the viewpoinc of the international situation, it has been possible to pre- 
serve and consolidate the appreciable successes of real socialism achieved in the 
1970's. The scale of these successes is well known. They are the consolidation 

of the just results of WWil and postwar development in Europe, broad international 
recognition of the GDR and the successful normalization of the situation in Czecho- 
slovakia. They are the breaching of the economic blockade of Cuba and the strength- 
ening of the socialist system there. They are the reunification of Vietnam and 
Laos’ transition to the tracks of socialist building. In a word, the successes 
which have been achieved are quite big and really historic. 


The fraternal states, and this was reemphasized by the congresses of the communist 
parties, are paying constant attention to the strengthening of their military- 
political cooperation. The 25th anniversary of the Warsaw Pact Organization, which 
was celebrated in 1980, again confirmed its paramount role for preserving peace in 
Europe and worldwide. Having evaluated highly the fruitful activity of the Warsaw

Pact Detense Ministers Committee, the 26th CPSU Congress emphasized that the de- 
tensive alliance of the socialist countries has everything necessary for the reli- 
able defense of socialist gains. The Soviet Union and its allies will do every- 
thing for this to remain the case. 


The fraternal states" foreign policy steps are constantly coordinated along Warsaw 
Pact Foreign Ministers Committee lines and also in the course of bilateral talks 
between foreign ministers, which are conducted regularly. An important part in the 
implementation of concerted policy is also played by meetings of the fraternal 
parties" central committee secretaries on organizational-party, international and 
ideological issues. 


The precise coordination of the fraternal states’ foreign policy is particularly 
important in connection with the intensification of the hostile activity of imperi- 
alism and the Chinese leaders against the socialist countries. The need does not 
diminish practically for a single minute for the effective, resolute and mutual 
support of the socialist states. Addressing the 16th CPCz Congress, L. I. Brezhnev 
dwelt specially on a description of the complex external conditions under which 
“the glorious Republic of Cuba, which is an inalienable part of the socialist com 
munity of states, is tackling tasks of its development. The Soviet Union,” L. I. 
Brezhnev emphasized, “firmly and invariably supports and will continue to support 
the fraternal Cuban people."11 In turn, speaking in Havana, Comrade Fidel Castro 
declared: “We will never repeat the mistakes of those who have departed from the 
principles of Marxism-Leninism, who began with attacks on the USSR and who as a 
result have slid into the camp of imperialism. Cuba, which has been resisting im 
perialism face-to-face and waging a struggle against it for more than 20 years, 
knows full well what internationalism is and what friendship with the countries of 
the socialist community, primarily the great Soviet Union, means."! 


The CPSU, other Marxist-Leninist parties and the socialist community as a whole 
display invariable solidarity with the peoples of Vietnam, Laos and Kampuchea, who 
have been subjected to crude aggressive pressure by the Beijing hegemonists. 


In providing for the security of the socialist community, the Soviet Union and its 
allies are today making the decisive contribution to the prevention of a new war 
ind act as the standard-bearers of the policy of detente and disarmament. Any 
hopes of impeding the development of the socialist countries with threats, economic 
blockade or military aggression are utterly absurd. Such methods not only will not 
be of benefit to the imperialists but will produce results opposite to those on 
which they counted. As far as the Soviet Union is concerned, L. I. Brezhnev said 
at the ceremonies on the unveiling of a memorial complex in the hero-city of Kiev, 
"it is not the first time that we have heard inventions as regards our policy and 
slander and threats. We cannot be intimidated. Our nerves are strong, and we 

have been well conditioned. We do not support an arms race, we oppose it.... But 
if we are compelled, we will find a swift and effective response to any challenge 
of bellicose imperialism. Since our first and most sacred duty is to ensure the 
security of our country and its allies." 


Questions of economic cooperation occupied a large place in the work of the 26th 
CPSU Congress. The economic relations of the socialist countries, which have 








become even more powerful, were consolidated in the last 5-year period, although 
they had to tackle the creative tasks under complicated conditions: the slowing 
down of the detente process and the arms race. But even in such an atmosphere 
the economy of the socialist community countries knew neither “zero growth" nor 
production slumps. On the contrary, the economy of the Soviet Union and the 
fraternal countries continued its constant upturn. "What has been done by the 
socialist countries in economic development and in raising people's living stan- 
dard is an entire era,"14 L. |. Brezhnev declared at the congress. 


congress of our party again recalled the well-known Leninist precept which 
proclaims that the decisive front of socialism's competition with capitalism is 
in the sphere of the economy and economic policy. And it is here that real so- 
cialism is demonstrating its advantages compared with the capitalist world. Now, 
tor example, the CEMA members are generating 1.4 times more electric power and 
producing 1.6 times more steel and twice as much mineral fertilizer as all the 
Common Market states together, among whom are the FRC, France, Britain, Italy and 
other highly developed European capitalist countries. 


The CEMA countries’ national income increased 66 percent in the decade, industrial 
production 84 percent and agricultural output 16 percent. More than one-half of 
fixed production capital was replaced on average. Labor productivity and the 
population's real income grew by a factor of approximately 1.5. The CEMA coun- 
tries were and remain the world’s most dynamicaliy developing group of countries. 
Their economic growth rate in the decade was twice as high as that of the devel- 
oped capitalist countries. At the same time capitalism experienced production 
slump crises on three occasions. There was an absolute decline in the GNP in the 
United States and Britain in 1980. Unemployment in the developed capitalist coun- 
tries alone has passed 19 aillion. 


"In this opposition of the two worlds--socialist and capitalist," Comrade N. A. 
Tikhonov, chairman of the USSR Council of Ministers, said at the congress, "“social- 
ism has a steady growth of the economy, an unswerving upsurge of the people's well- 
being and culture, the soundness of Marxist-Leninist ideas, social justice, lofty 
humanism, cenuine democratism and our socialist way of lite, whose motto is: all 
in the name of man, for the good of man." 


At the same time the congresses of the fraternal Marxist-Leninist parties also 
noted certain difficulties in the economic development of the socialist countries. 
Many of them have basically exhausted extensive sources of growth. The need for 
increased expenditure on the extraction of fuel and raw materials is taking its 
toll. There are also a number of other difficulties connected, for example, with 
a deterioration in world economic conditions, sharp price increases and, in cer- 
tain cases, with an insufficiently balanced policy in foreign economic relations. 
A considerable burden is placed on the socialist countries, as the 26th CPSU Con- 
gress observed, bv the arms race being imposed by imperialism. 


Together with the utmost rational management of their own economies the fraternal 
countries iink che solution of the complex problems and the surmounting of the 
difficulties which arise on the path of economic development with a further exten- 
sion of the socialist countries’ economic cooperation. The internationalization 
of economic life is an objective regularity which under socialism is effected not 








spontaneously but through the conscious activity of the masses led by the communist 
parties. The content and forms of the interconnections of the socialist countries 
are constantly being expanded and refined. Only 10 years ago CEMA adopted on the 
basis of the decisions of the party authorities of the socialist states a compre- 
hensive program of the CEMA countries’ socialist economic integration aimed at the 
long-term and comprehensive solution of the biggest problems of economic develop- 
ment. But how much has already been done! This program has lifted the fraternal 
countries’ economic cooperation to a far higher level than hitherto: to the joint 
development of natural resources, the construction of major industrial complexes 
and cooperation between enterprises and entire sectors of the industry of the so- 
cialist countries. The results of implementation of the comprehensive program in 
the first decade testify that the socialist countries have found a successful form 
of the joint accomplishment of the tasks of economic and scientific-technical 
progress. And this, in turn, has enabled the CEMA countries to make fuller use 

of the advantages of the socialist system of management, the international social- 
ist division of labor and foreign economic relations for an increase in social 
production efficiency and the strengthening of the unity and cohesion of the so- 
cialist community. 


But life does not stand still. It demands the further intensification and ail- 
around development of socialist economic integration and a refinement of the 
coordinetion of the CEMA members" national economic plans. The long-term target 
programs of cooperation for the period up to 1990 which they have formulated pro- 
vide for the solution of such most important problems as the development of power 
engineering, supplies of fuel-raw material resources and their rational use, the 
increased technical level and quality of the product of machine building, increased 
cooperation in the production of progressive types of machinery and equipment ana 

a broadening of the assortment and an improvement in the quality of consumer goocs. 
In a word, it is a question of making the upcoming two 5-year plans a period of 

the intensive production and scientific-technical cooperation of the socialist 
countries. And this gives rise to the need, as the 26th CPSU Congress pointed 

out, “to supplement plan coordination with the coordination of economic policy as 

a whole,"1© which presupposes the closer coordination of individual countries’ 
economic development prospects, which should intensify the existing practice of 

the coordination of their national economic plans. 


The majority of CEMA countries sees increased economic efficiency and increased 
production intensification as the main means of the solution of the economic prob- 
lems of the 1980's. This means primarily a transition to equipment and techniques 
providing for a further growth of labor productivity, economies in energy and raw 
material and an increase in product quality. Of course, a transition to the in- 
tensive development of the economy and the implementation of major socioeconomic 
programs takes time, constant creative quest and the strict and precise fulfill- 
ment of the measures collectively outlined by the fraternal countries. 


Taking as a basis an in-depth analysis of the new phenomena in the relations of 
the socialist countries, the CPSU and the other fraternal parties theoretically 
substantiated the need for the transition to a new level of socialist economic 

integration Based on long-term target programs. This presupposes: 


the formation of new large-scale socialist science-production complexes operating 
in a single plan and technological mode. Approximately 120 multilateral and over 








1,000 bilateral agreements have already been concluded in the sphere of specializa- 
tion of the CEMA countries’ production, and the coordination of their national eco- 
nomic plans for 1981-1985 is being completed; 


catering through joint efforts for the rapidly growing need for energy, fuel and 
basic raw materials (the installation of such large-scale facilities as the unique 
"Soyuz" gas pipeline with a length of 3,000 kilometers, the "Mir" power system, 
the Kiyembayevskiy Asbestos Works, the Ust'-I[limskiy Pulp Plant, the "Erdenet™ 
Mining-Concentrating Works in Mongolia, the nickel plants on Cuba and so forth). 
Huge supplies from the Soviet Union of oil, natural gas and other raw material 
guaranteed for the long term are very beneficial to the CEMA countries; 


i refinement in direct relations between sectorial ministries, production associa- 
tions, enterprises and organizations of the USSR and the other CEMA members par- 
ticipating in the cooperation, which requires an increase in the responsibility of 
the management authorities for the fulfillment of obligations in the sphere of 
foreign economic relations; 


a search for new possibilities of the development of economic and scientific- 
technical cooperation and the rational muse of material, financial and labor re- 
suvurces for the purpose of solving problems of the intensification of the fraternal 
countries’ economies; 


the attentive study and extensive use of the fraternal countries’ experience in 
the organization of production, management and the solution of national economic 
problems (our party congress cited the examples of the skillful organization of 
the work of Hungarian agricultural cooperatives and enterprises, the GDR's valu- 
able experience of production efficiency studies and the saving of raw materials, 
energy and intermediate products, the social security system in Czechoslovakia, 
the useful forms of agrarian-industrial cooperation in Bulgaria and so forth); and 


the strengthening of the socialist countries"® foreign poiicy positione in the 
modern world and the creation of conditions wherein they might protect themselves 
against imperialist circles’ attempts to use economic and scientific-technical 
relations as a means of political pressure. And it is essentially a question of 
precisely such pressure when they resort to a variety of prohibitions, discrimina- 
tory restrictions, embargoes and other sanctions. 


Implementation of the scheduled measures of production specialization and coopera- 
tion and the coordination of the national economic plans of the economic develop- 
ment of the socialist countries (in the near future the leaders of the fraternal 
countries contemplate the collective discussion of new large-scale problems of 
economic development) means the further development of the internationalization of 
eccnomic life, which is leading to the increased interdependence and complemen- 
tariness of the fraternal countries’ economies, a certain community of their eco- 
nomic structures and the consolidation of the new social system as the socialist 
system of the world economy. 


The socialist community countries have now reached frontiers which mark the start 
of a qualitatively new stage of the formation of a system of international social- 
ist production relations, where, as emphasized back at the 25th CPSU Congress, 











“together with the burgeoning of each socialist nation e dé the strengthening of the 
socialist states’ sovereignty their interconnections become increasingly «lose, 
increasingly many common elements emerge in their policy, economy and sociel life 
and development levels are gradually equalized. This process of the socialist 
countries’ gradual ee is being manifested perfectly definitely now as 

a natural regularity."!? 


The 26th CPSU Congress further developed and expanded this wording. "This proc- 
ess," the party Central Committee points out, “is continuing to develop. But it 
does not erase the national specifics and the historical singularities of the so- 
cialist countries. We should see in the diversity of forms of their social life 
and organization of the economy that which exists in reality: the richness of the 
ways and methods of the assertion of the socialist way of life."18 


Of course, this is a multilevel and complex problem. It is not now a question of 
the merger of the socialist nations into a single human family. Such a prospect 
is opened up as a result of prolonged, deep-lying and qualitative changes in the 
life of the socialist world. It is effected through the all-around economic, 
political and cultural development of each nation, the equalization of the eco- 
nomic development levels and the growth of the working people's political aware- 
ness. The rapprochement process undoubtedly does not infringe the sovereignty 

of the socialist states, on the contrary, it contributes comprehensively to 
strengthening it. 


The rapprochement of the socialist community countries is a progressive phenomena, 
but one which does not erase national specifics. The revelation of this theoret- 
ical proposition is, as it were, an illustration for Lenin's proposition that the 
rapprochement of the nations is attainable via their prosperity: "We want a volun- 
tary union of nations," V. I. Lenin wrote, “a union which would permit no one na- 
tion’s coercion of another, a union which would be founded on the most complete 
trust, on a clear awareness of fraternal unity and on entirely voluntary consent. 
Such a union cannot be realized all at once; it is necessary to work up to it with 
the greatest patience and caution in order not to spoil things, in order not to 
arouse mistrust and in order to allow mistrust to disappear...."19 Much depends 
here on the policy of the ruling communist parties, on their capacity for combat- 
ing isolation and national exclusiveness and considering common international 
interests and on joint efforts to make a concrete contribution to the quest for 
and development of new areas and forms of the cohesion of the working people and 
the strengthening of the unity of the socialist community.

The 26th CPSU Congress pointed to the marked exacerbation of the ideological strug- 
gle between the two social systems--socialism and capitalism--and emphasized that 
the repulse of anti-Sovietism and anti-communism is the fundamental criterion of 

a Marxist-Leninist party's class-based international position. 


Our party has always believed and now believes that there can be no room for 

neutralism and compromise in the struggle of ideas. It is necessary to expose in 
good time imperialism‘s hostile ideological campaigns against the socialist coun- 
tries, which have assumed an extensive and purposeful nature recently. Excelling 











in slander and appealing to a variety of prejudices in people and maliciously in- 
terpreting the shortcomings, gaps and difficulties which still exist, bourgeois 
ideologists, social reformists and a variety of revisionists are attempting to 
“erode” the working people's class consciousness and belief in communist ideals. 
"The most important thing for them," L. I. Brezhnev said at the 26th CPSU Congress, 
"is to turn people away from socialism."29 Imperialism is waging the struggle of 
ideas with hopes of subverting the socialist world and loosening it. This largely 
explains the growing urgency of the joint efforts of the socialist countries' 
fraternal parties for defense of the purity of Marxist-Leninist teaching and for 
the extensive, purposeful and, what is most important, skillful inculcation of 
socialist patriotism and internationalism in the new generations of people who 
were born after the victory of socialist revolutions. 


The fraternal parties are doing a good deal in this field. There is a regular ex- 
change of the experience of ideological, ideological-educational and propaganda 
work at meetings of central committee secretaries on international and ideological 
questions and at various scientific conferences and symposia of social scientists 
of the socialist countries. 


The socialist community is intensively involved in cultural and scientific ex- 
change. Hundreds of joint works are being published, international competitions, 
festivals and culture days and weeks are held regularly and numerous journalistic, 
sports and other friendly contacts are being developed. There is an exchange of 
hundreds of thousands and millions of tourists; large masses of people actively 
participate in international socialist competition being conducted by thousands 

of brother-enterprises. In a word, truly international relations, relations be- 
tween peoples, in which millions and millions of people participate, are being de- 
veloped. This, as the 26th CPSU Congress observed, is a fundamental gain of so- 
cialism and its great service to mankind. 


[t is understandable how important it is to know how to value, preserve and pro- 
tect this gain from our common enemies, who from different sides--both West and 
East--are attempting persistently to plant their ideological product in the hope 
of eroding socialism from within, disconnecting the fraternal peoples and insert- 
ing in their minds nationalism, chauvinism, revisionism and other views hostile to 
socialism. As is known, the U.S. Administration is granting millions of dollars 
for the expansion of the subversive activity of radios Liberty and Free furope. 

It is for this reason understandable how important it is that the mass information 
media of the socialist states operate harmoniously and in coordinated fashion and 
that they convincingly and cogently repudiate hostile propaganda. 


All Marxist-Leninist parties which lead society are concerned to spot in good time 
and react effectively to all deviations from the ideological principles of our 
world outlook, in whatever particular nationalist or cosmopolitan aspect such devi- 
ations are manifested. 


It is not fortuitous that the sphere of the fraternal parties’ ideological work is 
increasing*y frequently termed a front. There is indeed an acute struggle, which 
is to a large extent growing more complex, being waged here which demands the 
closest attention and the full mobilization of our entire ideological arsenal. 

It is essential to take account here of the fact that the enemies of socialism are 
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not sitting still. As observed at the 26th party congress, “our class adversaries 
are learning from their defeats. They are operating increasingly subtlely and 
insidiously against the socialist countries."21 The increased coordination of the 
subversive activity against the socialist countries being conducted by various 
capitalist states has been observed in recent years. They frequently agree to a 
kind of division of labor here and operate in differentiated manner, with regard 
for the specific singularities of each country. There is attentive study and use 
here of the mistakes and miscalculations in the domestic policy of certain coun- 
tries, where the principles of Marxism-Leninism are being distorted and its inter- 
nationalist essence emasculated. As a result grounds are emerging for the gal- 
vanization of elements hostile to socialism where they still exist and even crisis 
situations threatening the foundations of the socialist state. 


The events in Poland are the most striking example of the sophistication of the 
antisocialist subversive work of internal and external counterrevolution. They 
"convince us once again,” L. I. Brezhnev emphasized, "how important it is for the 
party and for the strengthening of its leading role to responsively heed the voice 
of the masses, struggle resolutely against all manifestations of bureaucratism and 
voluntarism, actively develop socialist democracy and pursue a balanced realistic 
policy in foreign economic relations."22 


Back at the start of the 1970's the not-unknown Brzezinski and his circle, drawing 
his conclusions from the defeats of the counterrevolution in Czechoslovakia in 
1968, put forward the so-called strategy of connection with political, social and 
ideological processes in the socialist countries. The purpose of this strategy is 
to encourage, support and build up in every way possible nationalist, revisionist 
and other trends hostile to Marxism-Leninism within the socialist countries and 
weaken to the utmost the ties between themselves and to the Soviet Union. Active 
use is made here of the ramified diplomatic, foreign economic, ideological and 
other machinery of the imperialist states with all their various special services. 


Thus the weakening of party-educational work in the ranks of the working class, 
youth and intelligentsia of Poland and in the PZPR itself has been used by anti- 
_socialist forces inside and outside of the country for the gradual, ideological 
demoralization of appreciable groups of the population by way of the methodical 
dissemination of nationalism and also a variety of revisionist, anti-Marxist 
views. The activity of the so-called "Confederation for an Independent Poland" 
and other counterrevolutionary groups, for example, is of a frankly antisocialist 
nature. 


Numerous channels have been opened by which a variety of the West's anticommunist 
forces have rendered the counterrevcolutionary underground in Poland political, 
material and cther support. Legal cover for activity hostile to socialism has 
been invented. 


With the support of outside forces and creating anarchy. the opponents of social- 
ism are endeavoring, as observed at the 26th CPSU Congress, to turn the develop- 
ment of events in Poland into a counterrevolutionary channel. 


Events in the country are now taking such a turn that such antisocialist organiza- 
tions as the KOS-KOR, using the "Solidarity" trade union organization and its ex- 
tremist wing as a legal cover, are not only waging a struggle against the PZPR and 
the existing system but are also attempting to seize power. 
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The policy of regenerating the PZPR has become another front of the counterrevolu- 
tionary offensive. Antisocialist, counterrevolutionary forces are attempting to 
emasculate the PZPR's communist content and replace it with social democratic or 
Christian ideas even. 


A dangerous trend is manifested in the fact that under the slogan of so-called 
“horizontal structures"--the latest opportunist sally--an attempt is being made 
to convert the party from a single, fighting organization with a common will into 
a kind of federation of local organizations, which has nothing in common with 
Lenin's concept of the party of the working class and the fundamental principle 
of party leadership--democratic centralism. 


"Solidarity" has promulgated its own program, in which it has openly laid claim to 
the predominant role in Polish society and disclosed its intention of fundamentally 
reorganizing the entire social system and striving for the dismantling of socialism 
in Poland. The program makes no mention of the role of the PZPR and declares an 
orientation toward Christianity as the “basis of ideological values." The demand 
is put forward in the economic sphere for the economy’s transfer to a market basis 
and the free development of private ownership. The authors of this document de- 
mand virtually complete pay equalization, but, on the other hand, lay down the 
conditions for the appearance of the kulak in the countryside and the millionaire- 
private trader in the city. 


It is now important that the Polish people and the communists imagine in reality 
whither they are being pushed by the counterrevolution and opportunists of various 
stripes. Poland's working people should know that the antisocialist forces threat- 
en a counterrevolutionary coup and a further increase in the chaos and the people's 
misfortunes. 


The CPSU, for its part, has repeatedly drawn the attention of former Polish lead- 
ers to the dangerous consequences of major flaws in their policy and practical ac- 
tivity. Comrade L. I. Brezhnev spoke directly back at the Fifth PZPR Congress in 
1968 about the importance of the timely rectification of mistakes and the need to 
emphatically overcome all deviations from Marxist-Leninist teaching. "Upon en- 
countering difficulties, personalities of a petit bourgeois inclination," he em- 
phasized, "become hysterical and begin to have doubts about each and everything. 
Because of difficulties which have arisen, revisionists are ready to cancel out 
all existing achievements, renounce all gains and yield all positions of prin- 
ciple. True communists, on the other hand, confidently map out the way ahead and 
seek the best solutions of problems which have arisen, relying on the socialist 
gains. They honestly admit the mistakes made in this matter or the other and 
analyze and rectify them in order to strengthen the positions of socialism still 
further, not to give way and not to give up to the enemies of socialism a grain 
of what has been gained and of what has been achieved by the efforts and struggle 
of the people's masses. In a word, it can be said with confidence that if the 
party stands firmly on communist positions and if it is true to Marxism-Leninisn, 
all difficulties will he overcome."23 


The experience of the development and struggle of the socialist countries against 
the galvanization of forces hostile to socialism has reminded communists how im- 
portant it is not to forget for a single moment certain most important, time-tested 
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truths, what exceptional significance is attached to securing and constantly 
strengthening the leading role of the communist party as the most advanced, lead- 
ing, organizing and directing force of the socialist society and how important 

it is for the communist party to be strictly guided by Lenin's standards of party 
life and to display concern for a strengthening of ties to the masses, a refine- 
ment of socialist democracy, the pursuit of a realistic economic policy and the 
education of the working people in an internationalist spirit. 


The most important cause of the serious political and economic crisis which has 
arisen in Poland is, of course, the deviation from the principles of Marxism 
Leninism and Lenin's standards in the life of the party, the state and society, 
disregard for a class approach to evaluations and solutions of economic and polit- 
icai problems, serious omissions in ideological work and, as a result of this, the 
vanguard's isolation from the masses. 


Important political support for socialist Poland was the meeting of leading per- 
sonalities of the Warsaw Pact states in December 1980 in Moscow. This meeting 
showed that the Polish communists and Polish working class and the working people 
of this country could firmly count on their friends and allies. 


Our party's high-minded position in connection with the Polish crisis was clearly 
expressed by the 26th party congress: we will not leave socialist Poland, fra- 

ternal Poland in the lurch and will see that no harm comes to it! This position 
was warmly approved by our people and the fraternal parties of the socialist com 


munity. 


It was said with all candor at the meeting of leaders of our party and the PZPR 
and the Soviet Union and the Polish People's Republic shortly after the 26th CPSU 
Congress, during other Soviet-Polish talks and in a CPSU Central Committee letter 
to the PZPR Central Committee that a situation had been created in Poland which 
was not only dangerous but which had brought the country to a critical boundary 
and that a threat had arisen to the very existence of an independent Polish state. 
"From the first days of the crisis," the CPSU Central Committee letter pointed 
out, “we considered it important that the party emphatically rebuff the attempts 
of the enemies of socialism to take advantage in their far-reaching aims of the 
difficulties which have arisen. But this has not been done. Endless concessions 
to the antisocialist forces and their importunings have led to the PZPR retreat- 
ing step by step before the onslaught of internal counterrevolution, which relies 
on the support of imperialist subversion centers from abroad."24 The CPSU Central 
Committee letter expressed confidence that the Polish communists had the possi- 
bilities and powers to turn aside the course of events and remove the dangers 
hanging over the Polish people's socialist gains. At the same time it was con- 
firmed that the socialist community is inseparable and that its defense is a 
matter not only for each state but also for the entire socialist coalition. This 
is a serious warning to all thease who are playing their adventurist games with 


the hope of undermining socialism in Poland. 


The CPSU Central Committee letter, which was supported at the PZPR Central Commit- 
tee llth Plenum (see the PZPR Central Committee decree of 13 June) , 2° is of perma- 
nent significance for the Polish communists and Polish working people and also 
for th: entire revolutionary movement. It was emphasized at the Extraordinary 
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Ninth PZPR Congress this July also that the CPSU Central Committee letter to the 
Polish communists would play a big part in the struggle for a socialist Poland 

and the surmounting of the grave consequences of the crisis which had erupted in 
Poland. 

The report of S. Kania, first secretary of the PZPR Central Committee, noted the 
importance of the profound conclusions of the 26th CPSU Congress drawn in L. I. 
Brezhnev's report concerning the conflicts and crisis in Poland. "Our experience,” 
S. Kania said, “fully confirms the correctness of these conclusions concerning the 
socialist world. We will do everything to restore the society's trust in the party 
and people's power in order that it might always be strong and lasting."?® 


At Comrade L. I. Brezhnev's 14 August Crimea meeting with S. Kania, first secretary 
of the PZPR Central Committee and W. Jaruzelski, chairman of Poland's Council of 
Ministers, the Polish leaders emphasized that the Extraordinary Ninth PZPR Congress 
had supported the preservation and strengthening of the Marxist-Leninist principles 
of the party's activity, the consolidation of its leading role in society, the 
restoration and development of ties to the working class and the working people 

and the strengthening of the socialist state. But the situation in the country re- 
mains very complex and difficult. The forces hostile to socialism are endeavoring 
to exacerbate the difficulties and use them against the party and the people's 
power. 


L. IL. Brezhnev stressed that Soviet communists and all Soviet people are following 
the events in Poland with earnest attention. The Soviet Union occupies a consis- 
tent internationalist position in *tespect of socialist Poland. It is no accident 
that the external and internal enemies of socialism in Poland are adopting anti- 
Sovietism. They are counting on digging a ditch between people's Poland and the 
Soviet Union and its other reliable friends and allies and thereby undermining the 
foundations of the peaceful, secure development of an independent Polish state. 
The CPSU and all Soviet people are sincerely solid with the PZPR and the forces of 
the Polish people which are endeavoring to frustrate the plans of the enemies of 
socialism, surmount the crisis and improve the people's living conditions. 


The Polish events emphasize again and again the permanent significance of the rul- 
ing Marxist-Leninist parties’ strict consideration of the common regularities of 
the building of a new society. The slightest deviations from these are fraught 
with grave consequences. This not new but extremely profound and always topical 
truth resounded with full force at the 26th CPSU Congress and the congresses of 
other fraternal parties. It was expressed particularly forcefully in Comrade L. Il. 
Brezhnev's speech at the 16th CPCz Congress in Prague. 


A party's maturity is determined by its capacity for standing firmly on Marxist- 
Leninist positions and drawing profound political conclusions of long-term sig- 
nificance from its own mistakes and from the experience of the struggle against 
the class enemy. M. A. Suslov's speech at the 10th SED Congress emphasized the 
idea of the importance of consideration of the common regularities of the build- 
ing of socialism. "Studying the material of the congresses of the fraternal 
parties," he said, "it is easy to see that, despite all the richness of the ways 
and forms of socialist building under different national and historical condi- 
tions, its basic regularities are uniform. VV. I. Lenin considered unconditional 
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a. the basic principles of communism a guarantee of the success of our 
work.” 


To what a departure from the common regularities of building socialism leads is 
shown by the events in China, where for the last 2 decades of the country's socio- 
economic development the principles of socialism have been flagrantly distorted. 
The attention which the 26th CPSU Congress paid to the China problem also is per- 
fectly understandable in this connection. L. I. Brezhnev's report observed that 
the Chinese leadership's domestic and foreign policy is contrary to the interests 
of the Chinese people and the cause of peace and social progress. The PRC's joint 
and parallel actions with the imperialist powers is aimed at disrupting the exist- 
ing military-strategic balance between the two world systems in favor of imperi- 
alism. This is a partnership which is dangerous to the cause of peace. 


The CCP Central Committee Sixth Plenum of the Second Convocation in June 1981 con- 
firmed for the umpteenth time that the present leadership in Beijing does not in- 
tend to divest itself of the Maoist inheritance. No changes for the better are co 
be anticipated in China's foreign policy, the basis of which is, as before, he- 
gemonism and anti-Sovietism. 


U.S. Secretary of State Haig's trip to Beijing in June 1981, the far-reaching de- 
cisions adopted by Beijing and Washington on questions of arming China with modern, 
including offensive, weapons, the decisions of the West European capitalist states 

and Japan on lifting the bans on arms sales to China which followed this--all these 
are new qualitative changes in the policy of imperialism and Chinese hegemonisn, 
which are attempting to cobble together "the broadest front," a military-political 
alliance, aimed against the USSR, its allies ard friends, the national liberation 
movement and China's neighbors. 


This is why the tasks of the struggle against the theory and practice of Maoism 
(in its retouched form also) and against the joint aggressive plans of Beijing, 
Washington and the NATO countries spearheaded against world socialism and the in- 
ternational revolutionary movement are particularly urgent now. 


The 26th CPSU Congress and the party forums on Cuba 4nd in Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, 
the GDR and Mongolia were big events of international significance not only for 
the socialist community countries but also for the revolutionary movement as a 
whole. They demonstrated to the whole world the unity of the fraternal parties, 
their fidelity to the principles of Marxism-Leninism and solidarity in the strug- 
gle against imperialism and for peace, democracy and socialism. 


The congresses of the fraternal parties emphasized particularly the great signifi- 
cance of friendship and multifaceted cooperation with the Soviet Union and the 
other socialist countries. 


The new peace initiatives put forward by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev at the 26th CPSU 
Congress have elicited a tremendous public response in the increasingly compli- 
cated international situation. The CPSU's peace program and the Soviet Union's 
new foreign policy initiatives have enabled the fraternal socialist states to 
unite their efforts in the struggle for peace and the relaxation of tension. 








The congresses of the fraternal parties confirmed that the communists see defense 
of the socialist community as their most important international duty. As L. lI. 
Brezhnev emphasized at the 16th CPCz Congress, “in protecting our socialist com 
munity we are thereby defending the peoples’ most precious property--peace and 
security."29 


While emphasizing the growing scale and complexity of the tas!s confronting the 
fraternal countries under current conditions, the 26th CPSU Congress at the same 
time arms the socialist community with clear prospects for confident advance. 

"On our side," it was observed at the congress, “is the truth of Marxist-Leninist 
teaching. Our strength lies in unity and cohesion."29 This is undoubtedly the 
main guarantee of new successes of the socialist world. 


The Crimea meetings of Comrade L. I. Brezhnev, general secretary of the CPSU Cen- 
tral Cormittee and chairman of the USSR Supreme Soviet Presidium, in July-August 
1981 wich the leaders of the fraternal parties and countries of the socialist com 
munity ure a striking example of this. The CPSU Central Committee Politburo 
wholly and fully approved L. 1. Brezhnev's activity and the results of his talks. 
The most important tasks of the development of the cooperation of the socialist 
States were discussed during the meetings. Accords were arrived at whose imple- 
mentation will enable the Marxist-Leninist parties and the states to implement 

in concerted and efficient manner the decisions of the congresses of the commu- 
nist and workers parties. This is particularly important now, when the socialist 
States are tackling increasingly big and complex socioeconomic tasks connected 
with ensuring steady prospects of the development of the economy and the increased 
material well-being of the working people. It is toward this that the development 
of socialist economic integration and the ongoing extension of the international 
socialist division of labor are oriented. 


Great attention was paid during the Crimea meetings to coordination of the foreign 
policy of the socialist community countries. They were further confirmation of 
the unshakable allegiance of the fraternal parties and countries to the cause of 
the defense of peace and the rights of the peoples to free and independent develop- 
ment. To the policy of imperialism, with which Beijing's policy is docking in- 
creasingly closely, the socialist countries counterpose a clear, consistent course 
toward the consolidation of peace, the curbing of and a halt to the arms race and 
a just settlement of crisis situations at the negotiating table. This policy, 
which was determined in the Peace Program for the 1980's put forward by the CPSU 
Congress, is shared by the fraternal socialist countries and is encountering the 
all-round understanding of broad circles of the international public. 31 


The 1981 Crimea meetings and Comrade L. I. Brezhnev's personal contribution to the 
work that was done will be an important stimulus in the further progressive devel- 
opment of the socialist community countries and will serve to strengthen their 
unity and cohesion on the basis of the principles of Marxism-Leninism and social- 
ist internationalism.

GEORGIAN GOSPLAN CHAIRMAN OUTLINES TRENDS IN 1980'S 
Tbilisi KOMUNISTI in Georgian 21 Aug 81 p 2 


[Gruzinform interview with GSSR Gosplan Chairman D. Kartvelishvili: "Intensive, 
Stable, Steady"] 


[Text] Trends in Soviet Georgia's economic development during the 
1980's is the topic of our conversation with GSSR Gosplan Chairman 
and GSSR Council of Ministers Deputy Chairman D. Kartvelishvili. 


The 1970's, especially the 10th Five-Year Plan, were years of accelerated grewth of 
the republic's productive forces, strengthening our production and scientific- 
technical potential, and improving our people's material and cultural standard of 
living. All of this must be taken into account in assessing the prospects of Soviet 
Georgia's social and economic development in the 1980's. The republic has started 
the decade by increasing its contribution to the nation's overall wealth and sub- 
stantially reducing its lag behind average all-union levels with respect to a number 
of economic and social development indicators. 


According to GSSR Gosplan's latest figures, however, most of the republic's 
generalizing [obobshchitel'nyy] indicators of social-economic growth still range 
between 80 and 85 percent of the all-union averager. To narrow this gap as much as 
possible and to surpass the all-union averages in some indicators--these are the key 
tasks facing the republic's productive forces in the llth Five-Year Plan and the 
1980's as a whole. 


[Question] What are the factors involved in achieving this strategic aim? 


[Answer] The GSSR's plan of economic and social development for 1981-1985, drawn 
up in accordance with the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress and the 26th GCP 
Congress, Comrade L. I. Brezhnev's directives and suggestions at the jubilee cele- 
brations in Tbilisi, the decree of the GCP CC's Third Plenum, and the new decisions 
having to do with further development of the Georgian SSR's national economy and 
current efforts to implement the CPSU CC's and USSR Council of Ministers’ decrees 
concerning the activities of the republic's party organization, emphasizes the 
necessity of further enhancing the republic's industrial strength. This is the 
general thrust of our effort. 


On the national level as well as in Georgia, our economic potential is determined 
primarily by the level of industrialization. Inadequate industrial development has 











been and to this day continues to be the basic reason why Georgia has lagged behind 
all-union averages in overall economic development. Therefore, one of the key 

trends of the republic's economic development in the llth Five-Year Plan is to more 
fully meet the people's and the economy's industrial product requirements by stepping 
up intensification processes, improving product quality, and making systematic use 

of the achievements of the scientific-technical revolution. 


The republic has the necessary resources and the capabilities to accomplish this 
task. And in the confidence that it will be accomplished, the llth Five-Year Plan 
calls for increasing the volume of industrial goods production by 30 to 33 percent, 
which is 4 to 5 points over the corresponding all-union average figure. The most 
rapid development rates are planned for the chemical industry, machine building, and 
metal working. Plans also call for substantial strengthening of the economy's 
energy base, also accelerated development of raw materials sectors of heavy industry 
such 4s ferrous and non-ferrous metallurgy. 


To boost the republic's industrial potential, plans call for the construction and 
start-up of more than 80 new industrial enterprises, to employ more than 27,600 
people. Georgia's plant and factory capacity will be increased substantially after 
remodeling [rekonstruktsiya}. 


[Question] People are always talking about intensification of production and how 
vital it is in accomplishing our economic tasks. Could you explain to our readers 
just what this concept means in terms of the economy, what role is played by inten- 
sive factors of economic growth, and how they are reflected in long-range economic 
plans? 


[Answer] Intensification refers to a process of social production development based 
on increasingly fuller and more rational utilization of technical, material, and 
labor resources within the framework of scientific-technical progress. Intensive 
development differs from extensive development in that it does not require any in- 
crease in material resources or the number of workers. 


Intensification is also essential because it promotes an overall rise in production 
effectiveness while simultaneously enhancing the workers’ wellbeing and cultural 
amenities, and eliminates heavy manual labor. 


The 1980's, including the llth Five-Year Plan, will be the final stage in the 
accomplishment of the party's planned strategic goal of converting the Soviet 
economy primarily to an intensive course of development. The Soviet economy has 
reached a level where it is possible and objectively essential to ensur:: strength- 
ening of intensive factors of economic growth and make effective use of all elements 
of production--the whole aggregate of labor resources and means and subjects 
[predmety] of labor. “The accomplishment of this task," said Comrade L. 1. Brezhnev 
at the 26th CPSU Congress, “must be the goal of planning, of scientific-techrical 
and structural policies. Effectiveness must be the object of management techriques 
and administration policies." 


The aim of converting primarily to an intensive course of development is charac- 
teristic not only of the nation as a whole but also its individual regions, including 
Georgia. The llth Five-Year Plan calls for boosting social labor productivity-- 

that most vital criterion of social production effectiveness--by 30.4 percent. 

Labor productivity will grow by 30.2 percent in industry, 39.5 percent in agriculture. 
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This labor productivity growth will account for over 85 percent of the increase in 
our national income, 80 percent of the increase in net industrial output, and all of 
the increase in net agricultural output. The number of workers to be released pro- 
visionally from material production will exceed half a million in the five-year 
period. 


We should also note that the planned rate of labor productivity growth in Soviet 
Georgia substantially exceeds the corresponding figures mapped out for the country 
as a whole in the Basic Guidelines of Economic and Social Development of the USSR 
for 1981-1985 and the Period Through 1990. 


We face a number of serious problems in the llth Five-Year Plan with respect to 
making rational use of material resources. Thrifty and efficient handling of 
resource consumption is crucially linked to the enhancement of effectiveness and 
intensification of the economy. Thrift and conservation in each link will result 
naturally in a 2.1 percent reduction of the materials-intensiveness of the gross 
social output in the five-year period. 


Measures have been drawn up for the llth Five-Year Plan and are already being 
implemented to improve the use of fixed productive capital in the economy and its 
various sectors. 


The main lever for production intensification and improvement of its social- 
economic effectiveness is scientific-technical progress. During the llth Five-Year 
Plan, more than 230 measures are to be carried out to introduce progressive tech- 
nologies and mechanize and automate production processes in the republic's industry. 
The technical level of product manufactures will be raised substantially. ‘the pro- 
portion of highest quality category output in total industrial production will rise 
from 11 percent in 1980 to 16.3 percent in 1985. In planning scientific-technical 
progress we will make broad use of the program-goal method [programno-tselevoy 
metod|. Of the eight most important economic, social, territorial, and scientific- 
technical integrated goal programs to be worked out and implemented in 1981 to 1985, 
four are designed to tackle the most urgent technical problems. 


In pursuing the course of intensification of social production and enhancing its 
effectiveness, a major role is assigned to the carrying out of a rational 
[tselesoobraznyy] structural policy. As a result of accelerated growth, the pro- 
portion of industry and construction in the gross social product and the national 
income will increase by 1 and 2.7 points, respectively. 


Positive shifts will take place in the structure of industrial production as well. 
First, the B Group will occupy a greater share of the total. Second, machine 

building will hold a substantially bigger share of the industrial structure as a 
result of priority development of subsectors that are not metals-intensive--electrical 
equipment, electronics, radio equipment, and instrument making, which require 

highly skilled labor. 


[Question] What contribution will the republic make toward realization of the 
nation's food program. 


[Answer] Decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress and the 26th GCP Congress call for 
increasing Georgia's contribution to the formation of the nation's fvod stocks. 














With this aim in mind, the llth Five-Year Plan calls for further development of 
every link in the food complex. The average annual volume of agricultural goods 
will rise by 22 to 24 percent. Specialization of the agrarian sector will be in- 
creased further in viticulture, tea raising, and subtropical fruit farming. Much 
will be done to convert livestock farming to an industrial basis. 


A number of problems will also be dealt with in regard to the other vital link in 
the food complex--development of the food industry, whose output will increase 
1.3-fold. The canning and wine making industrizs will grow at an accelerated rate-- 
by 1.7- and 1.4-fold, respectively. An optima’. ratio will be set between the volume 
of raw agricultural materials sent to be processed and the available productive 
capacity--the deficiency will be made up by building new plants and factories in 

the wine making, tea, and canning industries and through remodeling and equipment 

re .ovation in existing enterprises. 


The tasks we have to accomplish in the llth Five-Year Plan are truly colossal; 
when we realize them, Georgia will attain a higher stage of economic and social 
progress.

[Text] The Meskhetian land's awesome historic fortresses, monuments, monasteries, 
and other structures stand like mute witnesses, caressed by the pleasant zephyrs of 
our new life. 


Time is a miraculous phenomenon. It moderates everything. There is much thet has 
become victim to time, to the passing of the ages, to change. A new life, a new 
way of being, a new culture have taken hold in Georgia's ancient district of 

Saunt skhe-Dzhavakheti. 


In recent times much attention is being paid to the economic and social development 
of Samtskhe-Dzhavakheti. Clear proof of this is seen in the GCP CC's and GSSR 
Council of Ministers’ constant concern and help for the rayons of the district. 


Many fine things have been done. The Akhaltsikhe Regional Museum was turned over 

to the GSSR Academy of Sciences three years ago at the personal initiative of CPSU 

CC Politburo Candidate Member and GCP CC First Secretary Comrade Eduard Shevardnadze.

The GCP CC's and Council of Ministers’ 29 October 1979 decree “Measures of Further 
Economic and Cultural Development of Akhaltsikhe Rayon in 1979-1985" marked a new 
stage in the history of Meskheti's development.

In today's conditions, scientific, organized, global administration and development 
of the national economy is vitally important in order to carry out successfully the 
tasks mapped out by the party and the government. To accelerate the economic 
development of Samtskhe-Dzhavakheti, it would be a good idea to set up a scientific 
research center in the Academy of Sciences Ivane Dzhavakhishvili Samtskhe-Dzhavakheti 
Museum of History to coordinate the development of the region's economy. 


Since the decree was passed, much has been done in Akhaltsikhe Rayon. The rayon's 
party organization is doing everything it can to implement the decree. Clear 
evidence of this is that another secondary school has been opened in the city, and 
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the city's new subdivision is now linked to the railroad freight station's yards by 
a second bridge.

A new hospital, with all its 
departments, is in operation. Construction continues on the Vale Machine Building 
Plant.

All 
sectors of Akhaltsikhe Rayon's economy are on the rise. The targets of the 10th 
Five-Year Plan were overfulfilled. Many enterprises and organizations are running 
ahead.... 


To continue Akhaltsikhe Rayon's favorable economic development, it is essential to 
resolve the difficult problems posed by life today, and we welcome the excellent help 
given to us in this by the collective of the S. Dzhanashia State Museum (Professor 

L. Chilashvili, director). Nor do we lack for attention on the part of the Academy 
of Sciences and its president, Evgeni Kharadze. He has initiated many fine things 

in Meskheti. In particular, a people's university was opened in Sapara, and 
Academician Vakhtang Beridze was chosen to be its director. Last year Sapara held 

a big celebration, a new people's holiday known as Saparobe, which replaced the old 
religious Mariamoba. 


Soon to be opened and begin operation is the Akhaltsikhe Department of the Scientific- 
Research Institute for the Economics and Planning of the National Economy in the 
rayons of Samtskhe-Dzhavakheti, which will have a great deal of work to do. 


Our museum must also be involved in this. To do so, it will be necessary to do 
scientific research (under GSSR Academy of Sciences supervision) not only into the 
region's past but also into all sectors of economic development. 


To promote agriculture and livestock farming in Samtskhe-Dzhavakheti, the scientists 
will have to have their authoritative say. Special attention must be focused on 
fruit raising, potato farming, and mountain livestock. In the matter of developing 
our virgin and fallow hillsides it would be well to receive aid from the Scientific- 
Research Institute for Mechanization and Electrification of Agriculture. Much work 
will have to be done with regard to environmental protection and fish and game 
development. Much attention must be paid to local resources, small-scale reclamation, 
the development of winter sports, tourist bases, and vacation homes. 


Akhaltsikhe, Adigeni, Aspindza, Akhalkalaki, and Bogdanovka rayons could easily 
develop fisheries capable of meeting all the rising needs of the republic's people. 


Everyone is gratified by the magnificent work being done on the railroad being 

built to Akhalkalaki. This will make it possible to build a big winter sports 
complex on Mount Abuli and Mount Amirani, to include campgrounds, hotels, vacation 
homes, and tourist bases. Similar potential exists in Akhaltsikhe, Adigeni, Aspindza, 
and Bogdanovka rayons. 


But the most distressing problem now is the matter of migration from Samtskhe- 
Dzhavakheti. Dzhavakheti's villages are all but deserted. In the past 25 years, 
thousands of residents have moved to Gardabani and other areas of the republic. 

Parts of Adigeni and Aspindza are also becoming deserted. Today, there are more 

city dwellers than rural residents in Akhaltsikhe Rayon. There are 27,000 inhabitants 
in the two cities of Akhaltsikhe and Vale, while the rural population is 2000 
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households smaller. This has caused a disproportion in the matter of manpower 
distribution and employment. A study over the past few years has revealed that not 
a single young person who left Akhaltsikhe to go to college in Tbilisi has returned. 
Clearly, it is essential to open some kind of branch institute in Samtskhe- 
Dzhavakheti. It might be a good idea, for example, to have a department of an 
agriculture or zooveterinary institute here. 


Another urgent matter is the question of developing Akhaltsikhe's old Rabati quarter 
and making it a historic preserve. Much has already been done on the project. It 
also seems worthwhile to us to set up archeology, ethnography, and Georgian history 
departments in the museum. 


Our party and our people have tackled the job of implementing the decisions of the 
26th CPSU Congress and the 26th GCP Congress with new enthusiasm. This grand, 
national cause has also engaged the participation of the staff of the Georgian 
Academy of Sciences Ivane Dzhavakhishvili Samtskhe-Dzhavakheti Museum of History.

[Text] The labor collectives of the Azerbaijan SSR came out with a new, remark- 
able initiative in the struggle to fullfil and overfullfil the plans of the 1lth 
Five-Year Plan. The collectives of eight leading enterprises of the republic took 
on the obligation to produce 17 million rubles’ worth of production above and be- 
yond the 1981 plan by means of putting production capacities into operation ahead 
of schedule. 


"The decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress -- to life!" -- this battle slogan, an 
impassioned appeal of the party is today the most important factor that determines 
the temper and the purposeful creative efforts of hundreds of thousands of workers 
in our republic. After having entered into the all-Union socialist competition

The initiative of the collectives of eight industrial enterprises of the republic 
to produce more high-quality products by means of putting production capacities 
into operation ahead of schedule was born on the wave of a mass patriotic move- 
ment. 


Each one of these collectives has accepted concrete obligations, precisely regula- 
ted goals. The coli- tive of the Novo-Baku Oil Refining Plant imeni Vladimir 
Il'yich decided to mas.er the designed capacity of the special-purpose catalytic 
reforming installation 4 months ahead of schedule, increase the productivity of 
labor by 4.5 percent, and certify all of the production according to a higher cat- 
egory of quality. Workers of the Sumgait Orgsintez Association promised to reach 
the designed capacity level of the production of butadiene 4 months ahead of sche- 
dule and to obtain a more than 80 percent increase in industrial production by 
means of increasing the productivity of labor. The collective of the Baku Electri- 
cal Machine Building Plant imeni 50th Anniversary of the Azerbaijan Komsomol pro- 
mised to master the designed production capacity of newly introduced production 
lines 3 months ahead of schedule and to increase the proportion of products with 
the Mark of Quality to 65 percent. The workers and engineering-technical personnel 
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of the Baku Experimental Electrothermal Equipment Plant promised to put their pro- 
duction capacities into operation 8 months ahead of schedule and to increase the 
proportion of products with the Mark of Quality to 55 percent. 


The collectives of enterprises producing consumer goods also decided to master 
production capacities ahead of schedule. Thus the workers of the shoe factory 

in the Baku Shoe Production Association are struggling to reach the designed ca- 
pacity level of their enterprise 8 months ahead of schedule or at double the rate 
provided for in the plan and to achieve the whole increase in production by means 
of increasing the productivity of labor. The collective of the Baku Champagne 
Wine Plant promised to master the designed capacities of the enterprise 6 months 
ahead of schedule, which will allow it to achieve the level of production planned 
for 1983 this year already. The workers of the new mill in the Baku Bread Pro- 
ducts Combine No 2 decided to achieve the level of designed capacities 10 months 
ahead of schedule and to increase the productivity of labor by 20 percent. The 
collective of the Divichi Broiler Factory promised to master its designed capacity 
2 months ahead of schedule. 


The organizers of the initiative promised to produce 17 million rubles" worth of 
products above the plan in the current year alone by means of mastering capacities 
ahead of schedule. 


The initiators of the movement, approved by the Azerbaijan CP Central Committee, 
turned to all the labor collectives with an appeal to follow their example and 

to provide for the extensive development of socialist competition for accelerating 
the mastering of newly introduced capacities and the rational loading of existing 
capacities. 


The initiative of the eight leading enterprises is extremely urgent for the econo- 
my of the republic. More than 160 large capacities were brought up to the designed 
level during the 10th Five-Year Plan. However, as was noted at the 15th Congress 
of the Azerbaijan Communist Party, one cannot help but be disturbed by the fact 
that of the 52 large enterprises put into operation in the last 10 years and in- 
vestigated by the TsSU [Central Statistical Administration] in 1980 only one-fourth 
used their capacities completely and 12 less than 50 percent. In a word, there

is most apropos. 


The first 6 months of 1981 have gone by. The workers of Azerbaijan have confident-

RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN RELIGION, NATIONAL EXCLUSIVENESS REVEALED 


(Editorial Report] Baku IZVESTIYA AKADEMII NAUK AZERBAYDZNANSKOY SSR: SERIYA ISTORII, 
FILOSOFFII I PRAVA in Azeri, No 2, 1980 carries a 4200 word article by A. M. 
Shukurov and S. A. Maharramov on the relationship between Islam and National exclu- 
Siveness on pp 123-130. Noting that the relationship between religious remiants and 
nationalism is complex and poorly studied, the authors add that nevertheless "a number 
of important aspects of religious remnants and nationalism reveal their ideational 
connection.... Nationalism demonstrates the attributes of a nation in a distorted 
form, exaggerates national differences and declares them to be unchangeable and 
eternal.” At the same time, events occurring within a society such as natural events 
“are reflected in the religious world-view in a contradictory, veiled manner." Men 

do not perceive religion "as an aberration of society." They see only its positive 
sides, which create the "conditions to enter into a ‘community’ with remnants of the 
past.... In certain parts of Azerbaijan the study of national traditions shows that 
remnants of Islam can nourish the national feelings of the local population." This is 
because “historically, religion has attempted to appropriate national customs and 
traditions in its own services, ceremonies and ideology.” Quoting an unnamed theore- 
tician of pan-Islam to the effect that according to Isiam "religion and the nation are 
the same," he notes that "despite the victory of socialism, one comes across different 
religious remnants and remnants of nationalism in the USSR." These persist in 

those places where “feudal-bay or bourgeois habits exist.... Undoubtedly, 

the clergy's presentation of a number of religious ceremonies as ‘national’ must be 
considered a serious barrier to the formation of internationalistice and atheistic 
views." It is claimed that remnants of religion and nationalism “exert a negative 
influence on healthy national feelings. For this reason one must differentiate between 
positive national affinity and nationalism, and true national traditions and reactionary 
religious traditions." A problem is that "the influence of foreign radio stations, 
tourism, sending religious literature and family connections abroad is not small in the 
revival of the remnants of nationalism and religion."

AZERBAIJAN MINISTER EXAMINES EDUCATION IN COMING YEAR 


[Editorial Report] Baku KOMMUNIST in Azeri 28 July 1981 carries a 1600 word article 
by K. G. Aliyev, AzSSR Minister of Higher and Secondary Education, on p 3 which 
describes the situation in education for the 1981-1982 academic year. As a result of 
the concern of the party “admission into the higher schools of the republic has been 
fundamentally perfected in recent years, and certain negative situations which had 
appeared earlier have been eliminated." Day, evening and external divisions will 
admit 21,450 students in the higher schools--the same number as last year. “Due to 
demands of the economy, admissions to technical higher schools have been increased," 
especially in the fields of “automation and telemechanics, information technology and 
automated control systems." The Azerbaijan Technology Institute, which just opened 
in Kirovabad, specializes in “industrial machinery for food technology, wine tech- 
nology, textiles" and other similar areas. "Four new faculties and 18 new departments 
have opened up in the higher schools" of Azerbaijan. "Useful work is being done in 
eliminating parallelism in institutes preparing engineering and pedagogical cadres." 
Duplicated curricula have been shifted to institutes specializing in them. The 
training of cadres from the “fraternal Transcaucasian republic, Turkmenistan and 
Tajikistan" will be stepped up. "Now, close to 3,000 foreign students from 

72 countries are studying in our higher schools" and "3,309 representatives of our 
republic are studying in 146 higher schools in 41 cities of our country... 1,329 of 
them in Moscow and Leningrad." A primary problem is that the sending of industrial 
and agricultural workers to higher schools is not properly organized. “For whatever 
reason, leaders of the economy do not show sufficient interest in preparing them for 
the factory, sovkhoz or kolkhoz."

He points out that "although 
the meaningless Iran-Iraq war has slowed down the revival of political and cultural life 
to a significant degree, it has not been able to stop it"; he notes that many news- 
papers and magazines started publication in this period. However, “it is true that 

the life of some of these was not very long for a number of reasons: they ceased pub- 
lication after a few numbers due to conflicts of ideas or material difficulties." The 
current situation “recalls the situation in Russia in 1905 at the time of the first 
Russian Revolution.” Also, “in many circumstances the publication of articles contra- 
dicting each other in terms of ideas and goals also recalls that period.” A parallel 
situation took place in Baku andTbilisi in the years 1906-1920. Recent Southern 
Azerbaijani publications such as YOLDASH, VARLYG and DADAGORGUD are not necessarily 
consistent in their approaches "since one cannot say positively that in the constantly 
changing unstable position in Southern Azerbaijan that all writings and press organs 
will hold positions tomorrow that they hold today." Ibragimov feels that the correct 
approach in Southern Azerbaijan today is "unity: gathering together revolutionary 
forces and all openminded intellectuals on a common front and, setting aside differences 
of opinion,grouping the entire people and all revolutionary forces in the name of the 
great goal--the liberation of the fatherland, progress, the happiness and uplifing of 
the people." In this context, recent editorial statements of DADA GORGUD on the past 
efforts of the Pahlavi regime to suppress the languages and aspirations of the 
"Azeroaijani, Kurdish, Turkmen and other peoples’ are examined. The contents of 

three issues of DADA GORGUD are found to censist of “Examples from classical Azerbaijani 
literature, folk literature (folklore, bardic poetry) and works of writers from both 
Southern and Soviet Azerbaijan." Also worthy ofnote has been the publication of parts 
of Jafar ‘thandan's work “Azerbaijani Language and Literature." Ibragimov gives 
numerous examples from the magazine throughout his article. Other issues discussed 

in the magazine are the goals of the Iranian revolution and the barriers posed by 
those working against it both inside and outside Iran, the false territorial boundaries 
given the Azerbaijanis and Kurds by the Pahlavi government, and the social, cultural 
and economic backwardness into which these regions fell in the 20th century. In 
emphasizing the importance of such publications, Ibragimov notes that “literature 
exists together with the people; at the same time, it seeks to stimulate those who 
lage behind, the slumberers, the sleepers, those who view everything with a ‘whatever 
will be, will be’ attitude, to prod them into action.” He finds that in the South, 
“their interest in Soviet Azerbaijani literature and science is increasing and the 
tendency to make use of its experience is being strengthened." Finally, "one valuable 
result of the Iranian revolution is the beginning of a revival in social, scientific, 
cultural and literary relations between the north and south.” The hope is expressed 
that these will continue to grow.

KAZAKH, KIRGhIZ MINISTRIES OF FINANCE CRITICIZED 
Moscow FINANSY SSSR in Russian No 9, 1981 pp 78-79 
f[Article: "USSR Ministry of Finance Collegium" ] 


[Excerpt] The collegium of the USSR Ministry of Finance heard the reports of Kazakh 
SSR Deputy Minister of Finance S.R. Khalitov and Kirghiz SSR Minister of Finance 
A.T. Toktonaliyev on the status of work on strengthening control of finance organs 
over the trustworthiness of state reporting and also materials on verification of 
the given question. It was pointed out that finance ministries and finance organs 
implemented a number of measures on strengthening the struggle against additions to 
state accounts. The collegia of the finance ministries approved plans of measures 
for intensification of the struggle against additions to and distortions of state 
accounts made by enterprises, organizations and institutions and plans of supple- 
mentary measures for improvement of control and auditing work of finance organs and 
strengthening of control over correctness in formation of accounts. 


The Kazakh SSR Ministry of Finance conducted in June 1981 a conference seminar for 
heads and chiefs of administrations of accounting, reporting and control of minis- 
tries and departments on measures for improving control and auditing work. 


At the same time, the available possibilities of utilization are not being fully 
taken advantage of. In audits and checks, verification of the reliability of ac- 
counting and reporting data on fulfillment of plans of production, sales of pro- 
ducts, profit and volume of construction and installation work has not been obliga- 
torily carried out in all cases. The personnel of the Control and Auditing Admin- 
istration of the Kirghiz SSR Ministry of Finance in four rayons of republic subor- 
dination and seven rayons and in cities of Issyk-Kul'skaya Oblast in 1980 did not 
carry out audits and checks on this question in any cost-accounting association or 
at any enterprises. Of the 100 enterprises and organizations inspected in 1980 by 
the Administration of Financing of Light and Food industry, only 23 were checked for 
reliability of reporting data. 


In a number of cases, audits and checks were conducted superficially. Thus in the 
inspection of enterprises of the meat and dairy industry, personnel of the control 
and auditing administration of the Kazakh SSR Ministry of Finance for Vostochno- 
Kazakhstanskaya, Mangyshlakskaya, Pavlodarskaya and Turgayskaya oblasts did not go 
into the study of a number of questions stipulated by the program of the USSR Min- 
istry of Finance. Also, the effect--of deductions and increments in paid bonuses-- 
on the economic stimulation funds was not determined in every case. 
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The chief causes of the low quality of some audits and inspections are wmsatisfac- 


tory training for carrying them out and inadequate strictness on the part of 
officials. 


Finance organs of the republics have not adequately fulfilled the directives of the 
USSR Ministry of Finance, Gosbank USSR and Stroybank USSR of 20 August 1979 No 125- 
219-181 "On Increasing Coordination of Economic and Control-Auditing Work of Finance 
Organs, Institutions of Gosbank USSR and Stroybank USSR." Thus, finance organs of 
issyk-Kul'shaya Oblast of Kirghiz SSR and Frunzenskiy Rayon Finance Department in 
Alma Ata in 1980 and the first quarter of 1981 did not provide for in plans and ac- 
tually did not conduct joint inspections together with institutions of Gosbank USSR 
and Stroybank USSR. Im Kazakh SSR, no checks were made of the reliability of ac- 
counting at a number of enterprises of the motor-vehicle, meat and dairy industry 
as provided for by plans of control and auditing work of the USSR Ministry of Fi- 
nance jointly with organs of the USSR Central Statistical Administration. 


As a consequence of inadequate strictness on the part of some finance orpans, enter- 
prises and organizations have not always introduced corrections in reports contain- 
ing distortions. For example, of the 18 entervrises and organizations of Severo 
NMazakhstanskaya Oblast where additions were uncovered, only 8 corrected their 
reports. 


Inadequate control is being exercised over the fulfillment of measures by ministries 
and departmentson improving accounting in subordinate associations, at enterprises 
anc organizations. For example, at Alma Ata Nonalcoholic Beer Assocation, since 
1978 six chief accountants have been replaced, accounting has been neglected and 
reporting data have become unreliable. A check conducted in October 1980 by the 
Department of Accounting and Reporting of the Kazakh SSR Ministry of Finance estab- 
lished serious violations, but no proposals were developed for their elimination. 
The central accounting office of the republic Ministry of Finance did not carry out 
checks provided by the plan of the state of accounting at three ministries. 


The collegium ordered finance ministers of Kazakh SSR R.S. Bayseitov and of Kirghiz 
SSR A.T. Toktonaliyev to adopt measures for the elimination of the noted defects 


for improving the forms and methods of work connected with halting and elim- 
inating "additions" and distortions in reporting; to ensure a careful selection 

of the subjects of auditing and verification and a high quality of rreparation 

in conducting them; to increase accountability of personnel of finance organs and 


of the control and auditing apparatus for the quality of audits and checks and the 
completeness and timeliness of measures for climinating detected violations 

and defects; to significantly increase the number of checks conducted together with 
institutions of Gosbank USSR, Stroybank USSR and organs of the USSR Central Statis- 
tical Administration and of people's control to increase coordination in the devel- 
opment of proposals; to raise the level of control over the state of accounting for 
the purpose of ensuring a correct and rational use of the material, labor and fi- 
nances and reliability of reporting data. 


Finance ministers of union republics have been charged to adopt measures for further 
raising the level of control and auditing work, intensification of the struggle 
against additions and distortions in reporting, in audits, checks and analysis 
and accounting checks to devote special attention to reliability of reporting data 








on fulfillment of plams according to all indicators; to improve the forms and 
methods of control over reliability of reporting and to conduct special thematic 
verifications on this question; to more frequently conduct checks on the reliabil- 
ity of reporting data on fulfillment of plans and commitments at enterprises and 
organizations of consumer services, housing and municipal services, transport and 
trade; to ensure an increase in subsequent control over the elimination of detected 
defects amd the fulfillment of proposals relating to the results of audits and 
checks; to increase effectiveness of checks of the state of departmental control at 
ministries, departments and other administrative organs; to carry cut more thematic 
checks of the state of accounting and reporting. 


The Control and Auditing Administration of the USSR Ministry of Finance has to 
strengthen control over the quality of audits and checks and effectivenes of adopt- 
ed measures for the eliminating of detected violations and defects; to constantly 
improve forms and methods of work and to systematically introduce proposals aimed 
at prevention of thefts, mismanagement and additions.

HISTORY OF DEVELOPMENT OF ESTONIAN CULTURAL POLITICS 
Tallinn RAHVA HAAL in Estonian 19 Sep 81 p 2

[Text] Culture in bourgeois Estonia developed in contradictory and complex condi- 
tions. V. 1. Lenin's observation about the existence of two cultures in every na- 
tional culture was fully applicable to Estonia. The ruling bourgeois culture had 
to secure the power of the bourgeoisie and suppress revolutionary ideas. But demo- 
cratic and socialist ideas also were expressed in the Estonian culture of those 
years, more than under czarist rule. The October Revolution had liquidated na- 
tionalist pressure and caused great changes in the people's consciousness. The 
miserable living conditions of the working class and the class struggle forced cul- 
tural figures to evaluate contemporary conditions more critically. 


The ruling circles initially displayed little interest in cultural matters. The 
bourgeois state apparatus did not have a culture ministry, rather its tasks were 
assigned to the arts and sciences department of the education ministry. Basicaliy, 
the creative intelligence dealt with cultural questions, having as early as 1919 
requested state support for literature and the arts. Author F. Tuglas stressed at 
the same time that support should be granted without any compensatory measures by 
artists end writers, so as to avoid the creation of state-sponsored literature and 
art idealizing capitalism and militarism. In September 1919, the first congress 

of writers unanimously adopted J. Semper's proposal to request state support for 
writers on the condition that the recipient be free of all obligations toward the 


“- 


state. A congress of artists similarly requested support for the arts. 


In 1919, a draft bill for support of writers, artists, and scientists was prepared 
and presented to the Constituent Assembly. Art historian Rasmus Knagroo-Pool, com- 
menting on the fate of the bill, wrote: "This day will remain a sad page in the 
history of our cultural strivings. The bill for supporting scientists and artists 
was presented to the Constituent Assembly. The party leaders were silent and let 
the lesser spirits talk." (PAEVALEHT, 23 Jan 21) When the Constituent Assenbly 
adjourned in late 1920, the draft bill was pigeonholed in the education ministry. 


The grants, prizes, and stipends included in the 1920 ministry of education budget 


were rejected as inadequate by the 2d writers’ congress in May 1920. The culturai 
leaders suggested that a so-called cultural foundation along Latvian lines be 
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established, deriving its income primarily from profits on the sale of alcoholic 
beverages. But the cultural foundation bill also was not passed by parliament. 


Although the bourgeoisie had no wish to support literature and art materially, it 
was forced to find means to influence culture in a desirable fashion because of the 
spread of Marxist-Leninist ideas and their influence on the progressive direction 
of national culture in postwar years. After the suppression of the armed uprising 
of the working class on 1 December 1924, the cultural foundation bill again was 
presented to parliament. The bourgeoisie perceived the cultural foundation to be a 
tool for stabilizing capitalism; democratic cultural leaders, on the other hand, 
fought for the foundation with the aim of securing possibilities for development of 
the democratic direction of national culture. 


On 5 February 1925, parliament passed the bill on cultural foundation. The founda- 
tion was subdivided into dedicated funds for literature, music, visual arts, drama, 
physical education, and journalism. A council of the cultural foundation was es- 
tablished; the minister of education acted as chairman, with each dedicated fund 
sending two representatives, and three members coming from the central bank, two 
from Tartu University, and one from the finance ministry. The council approved the 
budgets of the various funds. The government was assigned 20 percent of the total 
income. This portion was meant mainly to support science, since a science founda- 
tion had not been established. 


The struggle between the two cultures was carried into the organs of the culture 
foundation. The ruling circles soon became dissatisfied that representatives of the 
intelligentia distributed funds themselves, and that the latter were the majority in 
the cultural foundation. As early as 1927, the representatives of the dedicated 
funds were dropped from the council of the cultural foundation. The government then 
received 50 percent of the income of the cultural foundation. This sum, in addition 
to budgeted government funds, was used to support larger theaters, schools of art 
and music, museums, scientific and educational societies. The sums of the dedicated 
funds were to be primarily used as cash awards to writers and artists. 


While the cultural funds in the state budget were meant to cover unavoidable state 
expenses, such as support for colleges and major theaters, the cultural capital 
gave the bourgeoisie greater opportunity to maneuver--to give incentives to some 
and suppress others. 


Fer example, the council of the cultural foundation decided to cease support for 
the workers" theaters outside Tallinn (those in Narva, Tartu, and Parnu) beginning 
with the fall of 1929. In 1933, the subsidy to the Tallinn Workers Theater and 
the Worker's Sports League also was dropped. The tendancy to sentimentalize rural 
play groups was strengthened. 


Due to the economic crisis of 1929 to 1933, the budget of the arts and sciences 
department of the education ministry was decreased by one-third from 1930 to 1934; 
cultural foundation sums were reduced by one-third. In acdition to reduced sup- 
port, the situation of writers, artists, and musicians was influenced by the pub- 
lic's reduced cultural expenditures. New works by Estonian authors had beer pub- 
lished in very low editions of 1,500 to 2,000 copies; in 1932 to 1934, novels were 
published in 500 copies; plays and poetry collections, a few hundred copies; and 
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even that was sufficient to meet the demand for 4 to 5 years. In addition to 
publishing smaller editions, the publishers raised the cover prices. 


The K. Pats dictatorship that grabbed power in 1934 increased the ideological 
pressure on cultural activity- The propaganda of so-called “national unity” and 
“national culture" slogans reached unprecedented proportions. Demands were made 
that literature and art refrain from describing social misery and class antago- 
nism. The leading role in cultural life passed more and more into the hands of 
professional politicians and bureaucrats. 


The cultural department of the state propaganda office also began to take an in- 
terest in cultural affairs, organizing the Year of the Book (1935) and other 
events. Beginning with the Year of the Book, a literary prize--the premier'‘s 
(later the president's)--was awarded. Corporations such as Eesti Pank [Estonian 
Bank], Eesti Paber [Estonian Paper], Kreenholmi Manufaktuur [Kreenhoim Manufac- 
ture], Balti Ketrus- ja Kudumisvabrik [Baltic Spinning and Weaving Factory], as 
well as municipal authorities began to award prizes. This was designed to win 
the best representatives of democratic literature over to the ruling clique and 
to create, with their help, a high-level bourgeois-nationalist literature. The 
best representatives of democratic literature, such as A. H. Tammsaare, J. Semper, 
J. Barbarus, F. Tuglas, R. Sirge, A. Jakobson, E. Tammlaan, G. Suits, J. Karner, 
A. Alle, etc. did not sell out to the bourgeoisie. 


The split into a progovernment reactionary and a democratic faction was clearest 
among the writers. Most influential in these years were members of the board of 
the League of Estonian Writers, members such as J. Semper, F. Tuglas, A. Alle, 
etc., who resided in Tartu. The progressive LOOMING also was edited by J. Semper 
in Tartu. The ruling circles considered that the Estonian Literary Society (pres- 
ident F. Tuglas, chairman of the historical commission H. Kruus) also was an op- 
position organization. The leaders of the Society were instrumental in rejecting 
that positivism be presented in literature. During the second half of the 1930s, 
grants by the cultural foundation to the Society steadily decreased. Changes in 
the composition of the foundation's representative body were aimed at removing 
experts (representatives of the Academic Literary Society, the PEN Club, and the 
Estonian Library Association) who evaluated works primarily according to their 
artistic merit. The representation of the League of Estonian Writers and the 
Estonian Literary Society was reduced. 


The situation of the artists was worsened by the public's lack of tra‘ning in 
art and the resulting disinterest in purchasing it. The main buyer of works of 
art was the board of the visual arts dedicated fund, which was headed for a long 
period by the president's brother, V. Pats. The direction of the purchasing pol- 
icy is revealed, for example, by a memorandum of the "Pallas" art society to 

V. Pats: the memorandum stressed that "no purchases have been made from many 
irtists who have helped to raise the standard of our art through the years and 
who, in their work, have exhibited serious national attitudes, such as K. Raud, 
N. Kummits, E. Joes-ar, A. Bergmann, K. Liiman, etc." Also, by far not all of 
those sorely in need received support. Artist K. Teder, who suffered from lung 
disease, had to perform physical labor to support his five-member family, even 
though his health did not permit it. He had no major income from his paintings; 
there was one sale every 2 to 3 years. The economic situation of N. Kummits and 








many other artists also was very difficult. State support for theaters grew at 
the greatest relative pace during the second half of the 1930s. Apparently, the 
bourgeois regime considered theater te be the most influential art form among 

the masses. At the countrywide theater festival in 1935, the leaders of the state 


made programmatic speeches. The regime saw, in the theater, a way to reduce so- 
cial entagonisms. 


Progressive figures of the theater, such as P. Poldroos, took a stand in favor of 
realism. Salaries in the Estonian theater were relatively good, especially those 
of the leading actors. On the other hand, a letter dated 28 November 1938 from 
the actors of the Vanemuine theaier to the theater fund board complains that "sal- 
aries in the ‘'Vanemuine’ theater are considerably lower than in other professional 


theaters, not allowing for savings for old age, rather, the majority of the staff 
is forced to assume debts." 


The struggle between two cultures within the Estonian national culture became more 
acute in the late 1930s. While a small part of the intelligentia began to adhere 
to the bourgeoisie's ideological prescription, opposition grew in progressive cir- 
cles. In these years, the Estonian Communist Party began to pay more attention to 
work among the intelligentia. The interest of the intelligentia in Soviet culture 
grew. The more aware writers and artists established direct contacts with the 

labor movement; this guaranteed their active participation in the 1940 revolution.

PROFESSOR KOOP ON TARTU UNIVERSITY, ITS JUBILEE

[Interview with Professor Arnold Koop, rector of Tartu State University, by E. 
Vajakas; time and place not specified: "Tartu University and Its Jubilee." 


[Text] The subject of this interview is expressed in its title. Professor Arnold 
Koop, rector of Tartu State University [TSU] provides answers. 


[Question] Is it true that at TSU each step now shows that the new school year is 
a special active one? 


[Answer] No doubt. Traditional activities are joined with special ones. I would 
like to stress two important issues. First, the complex of tasks derived from the 
26th CPSU Congress and the 18th ESCP Congress decisions. During the last school 
year, we formulated our plans of action, but we only began to fulfill them. Now 

we are intensively fulfilling the plan in all the spheres at TSU. It is a charac- 
teristic of a university and the higher education system in general that the devel- 
opment processes occur particularly dynamically and comprehensively. This requires 
that management of these processes be effective and in harmony with requirements of 
the times. In short, the goal is to ensure that concrete qualitative changes be- 
come apparent in teaching and educational work as well as in research. It is grat- 
ifying to see that the incoming class of our student body (1,150 resident students, 
360 correspondence students) is quite promising. Their promise must be brought to 
fruition by thorough and consistent work. Secondly, another unique event is the 
jubilee of our alma mater, which will culminate in September 1982 when we mark the 
350th anniversary of TSU. The 1981/82 school year is the last before that great 
event and this leaves its mark on all our work and actions. 


[Question] In brief, what can be said about work done in that area, and what is in 
the near future? 


[Answer] The preparations commenced early. The republic committee for the TSU 
jubilee has been working for almost 1 year; local committees and work groups have 
been working even longer. A comprehensive program for marking the university jubi- 
lee has been compiled and is being realized across the board. Inasmuch as it has 
already been discussed in the press, television, and radio, we can say that the at- 
mosphere of the great TSU jubilee is felt throughout the republic. 
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In a short interview, it is not possible to show all the aspects of such a large 
enterprise. I just point out some activities. 


A few words about the cycle of events that has become known as TSU scholarship days. 
Last school year, they were held in eight rayons and towns. Saaremaa‘s turn came 
this September. These are face-to-face meetings where the general public is intro- 
duced to the past, present, and future perspectives of TSU. There are discussions 
between TSU and party and soviet activists. There are presentations by our best 
scholars in many enterprises, offices, and schools. In this school year, events 
dedicated to the TSU jubilee are to be held in Narva, Kohtla-Jarve, Hiiumaa, Jogeva 
rayons, and certainly in Tallinn. As always, the university will open its travel- 
ing exhibit in those places, and the TSU artistic collectives also will play a part. 
The program indicates that, in the current school year, our events will extend into 
the fraternal republics. The TSU jubilee will be observed in Moscow, Leningrad, 
Voronezh, Vilnius, Riga.... 


Quite a few events will take place on the international level, mainly in the fra- 
ternal socialist republics but, also, in Finland, Sweden, etc. 


An extensive job has been done in compiling the history of TSU: a three-volume his- 
tory will be published (initially in Estonian), as well as a volume history (in 
Estonian, Russian, and English), a short synopsis of the history of the university 
in tive foreign languages, and an album dedicated to the TSU jubilee. A TV film 
dedicated to our 350-year-old university has been produced; “Tallinnfilm" is cur- 
rently filming. 


Our cooperation with the ESSR Artists Federation and the Institute of Art is smooth 
and fruitful. One result has been the drafting of the TSU jubilee medal, insignia, 
envelopes, souvenirs. An artistic competition has been announced. Ties of cooper- 
ation between the TSU and other creative federations also have been strengthened. 


Philatelists should note that the TSU jubilee will be marked by a special stamp 
issue. 


Of course, there will be a series of scholarly conferences; currently, feverish 
work is being done to add to the collections of the TSU history museum and to or- 
ganize a jubilee exhibition, etc. 


[Question] Obviously, the prejubilee economic program also is extensive? 


[Answer] Certainly. The economic program includes not only TSU but all of Tartu 
town. Again, I will limit myself to pointing out essential facts: one of the pri- 
mary jubilee projects, the unique TSU library, has already been completed. Cur- 
rently, collections are being transferred to the new building. This is taking 
place according to plan, without disrupting the basic library functions. Next se- 
mester, once the library is prepared to begin full activities in the new building, 
1 festive opening will take place. Before then, many technical problems have to 

be solved (primarily debugging of equipment) and the full complement of furnishings 
has to be installed, etc. 
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The second stage of the TSU physics building, the sports training complex, the palm 
greenhouse of the botanical gardens, and the unique complex auditorium of the medi- 
cal school (containing the most modern equipment) will be completed. 


The reconstruction and restoration of old buildings that often have: great histori- 
cal or architectural value is very extensive, both in Tartu and the university. 
Local resources are insufficient for all of this. The maintenance and construction 
departments of the Parnu, Narva, Valga, Tartu, etc. rayons have already come to our 
assistance. Nevertheless, sone lagging behind the plan must be overcome. We still 
have serious difficulties in housing students and improving faculty living 
conditions. 


It is gratifying that the approaching TSU jubilee has been received so warmly and, 
at the same time, so constructively across the land. As early as this summer, the 
All-Union Komsomol Central Committee sent more than 200 construction helpers--stu- 
dents from Moscow, Novosibirsk, Vilnius, and Riga--to Tartu. These enthusiastic 

and conscientious young people did a tremendous job in a short period on projects 

in Tartu including the reconstruction of the TSU club. Of course, our own construc- 
tion helpers and TSU summer interns also participated. 


Included in the prejubilee activities is the refurbishing of existing TSU labora- 
tories and teaching facilities and the establishment of new ones; modern apparatus 
is often being introduced; the teaching process is being mechanized, etc. 


With satisfaction, I can point to the assistance that the EsCP Central Committee 
and the republic government have rendered TSU to strengthen its material base and 
generally fulfill the jubilee program. Thanks also are due to all-union Soviet 
central organs whose understanding and help are especially being felt now before 
the great TSU jubilee. This all adds to the TSU team enthusiasm and also increases 
the responsibility of each member of our large collective.

Sultanov, chief of the Mangyshlakskaya Oblast production administra- 
tion of sovkhozes: "“Mangyshlak: Problems With Raising Grasses"™] 


[Text] Mangyshlak is harsh and capricious. The winters here are cold with little 
snow, and the summers are hot and dry. For example, the absolute annual minimum 
temperature is 26-30 degrees, and the maximum--43 degrees. The average annual quan- 
tity of precipitation is 120 millimeters. The snow cover is no more than 3-7 centi- 
meters. The constant eastern and southeastern winds reach a velocity of 30 meters 
per second. And even when the wind velocity is more than 12 meters per second, dust 
storms appear. They remove the most fertile layer from the surface of the soil, es- 
pecially when it is plowed. According to data of the Kazakh institute of soil sci- 
ence, a considerable part of the area here requires radical ameliorative changes, 
and only small sections need relatively uncomplicated work. And yet on this land 

we maintain numerous flocks of karakul sheep and herds of torses and camels, and we 
also raise large horned cattle. 


The Karakumskiy, Akshukurskiy, Kzyluzenskiy and Zhanazhol sovkhozes, the Sovkhoz i- 
meni 50-letiye Oktayabrya, the Sovkhoz imeni Kuybyshev, the Sovkhoz imeni Yeraliyev 
and others have been created here. 


Skillful labor organization on the farms and the truly heroic labor of the farmers 
and animal husbandry workers have provided for the fulfillment of the assignments of 
the Ninth and Tenth Five-Year Plans. The appearance of the villages has changed 
completely. Modern settlements ani cultural centers have appeared in the desert. 
Electricity, gas and running water have come to the villages. 


The increase of fixed production capital amounted to 63.4 percent by the end of the 
last five-year plan as compared to 1976, and the average annual volume of gross out- 
put has increased by 9.8 percent. The number of head of public livestock increased. 
The profitability of sovkhoz production increased by 12.8 percent and sheep raising 
--by 20.8 percent, while power availability increased 1.3-fold. 


The collectives of many sovkhozes were given awards for their great successes in the 
fulfillment of socialist commitments and plan assignments for the final year of the 
five-year plan. The certificate of honor of the CPSU Central Committee, the USSR 
Council of Ministers, the AUCCTU and the Komsomol was awarded to the Karakudukskiy 
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Sovkhoz in Yeraliyevskiy Rayon; the certificate of honor of the Central Committee of 
the Communist Party of Kazakhstan, the Kazakh SSR Council of Ministers, the Kazakh 
trade union council and the central committee of the Komsomol of Kazakhstan was 
awarded to the Sovkhoz imeni 50-letiye Oktyabrya in Mangistauskiy Rayon. Collec- 
tives of farm No. 2 of the Sovkhoz imeni 50-letiye Oktyabrya and shop No. 4 of the 
Zyluzenskiy camel raising sovkhoz were awarded diplomas of the USSR Ministry of Ag- 
riculture and the Central Committee of the USSR Trade Union of Agricultural Workers. 
For self-sacrificing work performed to protect public livestock and to increase the 
production of animal husbandry products, 40 animal husbandry workers of the oblast 
were awarded certificates of honor of the republic Ministry of Agriculture and the 
Kazakh republic Central Committee of the Trade Union of Agricultural Workers. Many 
leading workers were encouraged for their high production achievements with certifi- 
cates of the oblast administration of sovkhozes and the trade union obkom. Valuable 
gifts were also given. 


At the present time Mangyshlak animal husbandry workers are worthily standing the 
labor watch, fulfilling the commitments they have made to implement the decisions of 
the 26th CPSU Congress. And they are as follows: it has been resolved to increase 
the sale of meat to the state by 2.7 percent, milk--by 1.5 percent, and karakul 
lambs--by 2 percent as compared to the assignments set for 1981; to provide an in- 
crease in the number of head of sheep of 5 percent, horses--6.4 percent, and camels 
-~-2 percent; and to increase the wool yield by 10.2 percent as compared to last year. 
AS a result of better organization of fattening and grazing of livestock, they in- 
tend to increase the average release weight of each sheep to 40.5 kilograms, of 

each horse--to 250 kilograms, and of each camel--to 420 kilograms. In keeping with 
the commitments, 80 percent of the karakul lambs will be of the first grade. The 
profitability of sovkhoz production will increase by 2 percent as compared to the 
plan. 


Socialist competition for the fulfillment of the commitments that have been made is 
increasing in force and scope each day. 


A large amount of work is being done to improve zooveterinary work, the sanitary 
condition of the farms and prevention and elimination of diseases of livestock. 


Feed procurement is a major concern of our animal husbandry workers. It should be 
said that the relatively stable grass stand on the winter pastures of mountainous 
Mangyshlak, the desert area of Karakum, Sam and Karynzharyk, the Buzachi peninsula, 
and the spring and autumn pastures of northern and central Ustyurt solve the prob- 
lem of feed production to a significant degree. But still, winter with its severe 
snowstorms sometimes causes a, -eciable harm to animal husbandry. Therefore the 
problem of feeds remains a most critical one for the sovkhozes of the oblast. 


Radical improvement of the feed base is an immediate task. We have been dealing 
with the solution to this important problem since the first days of the formation of 


the oblast. The task was and is this: to provide animal husbandry with our own 
coarse feeds. Therefore during the years of the Tenth Five-Year Plan we increased 
the area of irrigated land four-fold and greatly increased the areas of flooded and 
reconstructed pastures. We are improving the hayfields and have begun the produc- 
tion of granulated feeds and we have begun to water and reconstruct grazing areas. 
We shall put new irrigated land into circulation. 


But we are well aware that we have a large amount of work before us for assimilating 
the immense spaces of Mangyshlak so that productive green meadows will cover the 








desert. We have already made a start. Suffice it to say that about half of the 13 
million hectares of pastures have been watered. And for Mangyshlak water is life, 

the future of this desert peninsula. This is why the Kazakh SSR Ministry of Land 
Reclamation and Water Management must take immediate measures to start up the pipe- 
lines from Opornaya to the sands of Karakum and from Ayuzhigit to the sands of the 
Sam, and also accelerate work for the utilization of underground water of the Severo- 
Aktauskiy artesian basin for raising feed crops, mainly alfalfa, whose area is to be 
increased to 11,000-12,000 hectares here in the near future. 


When carrying out this important task we must introduce principally new technology 
for preparing hay. Why, for instance, do they use hay harvesting machines of the 
same make on the fields of Eastern Kazakhstan and Mangyshlak. In the east, perhaps, 
there is no need to mow and procure low-growing grasses and sagebrush, while in our 
regions they are considered valuable feed for sheep. But how does one remove these 
grasses with an ordinary hay mower? We are also experiencing many difficulties in 
procuring and shipping reeds. There is now a need to create special hay harvesting 
aggregates and machines that are intended for operation under the conditions of the 
Mangyshlak zone. 


Prompt solutions to the problems will help agricultural workers of the area to a- 
chieve new, more significant successes in the development of animal husbandry and 

to make their worthy contribution to the implementation of the decisions of the 26th 
CPSU Congress.

Greenery for Mangyshlak

[Text] The organization of a botanical garden on the penitsula is related to the 
appearance and development of the Mangyshlak territorial production complex. The 
rapid growth of industry has entailed a sharp increase in the population and the 
appearance of new cities and villages. This process, in turn, has stimulated the 
growth of agricultural production. There has arisen a need for the most rapid im- 
provement of the growing cities and population points, including planting greenery 
in them. 


The soil and climate conditions of the Mangyshlak peninsula are extremely unfavorable 
for creating areas of greenery. The harsh continental climate, the dryness and the 
salnity of the soil are exacerbated by the Sarmatian limestone deposits that lie 
close to the surface. There is no natural woody vegetation except for a few varie- 
ties of bushes that thrive in dry climates. 


There are no analogues to Mangyshlak's complex of natural conditions, as a result of 
which one cannot fully benefit from the experience of any other regions of the de- 
sert zone in the practice of planting greenery. Both the assortments of plants for 
greenery and the agrotechnology for them are being developed locally through experi- 
ments. The botanical garden has to devote considerable attention to experimental 
testing of the possibilities of raising plants in soil with various water and saline 
conditions and with various depths of the rocks. And these conditions are extremely 
varied on the peninsula. Therefore the botanical garden is conducting its research 
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not only under stationary conditions of the city of Shevchenko but also in the moun- 
tains and plains of the peninsula that are distant from the shores of the Caspian. 

A plant assortment is selected for each soil and climat region, and a special agro- 
technology is developed for it. 


The appearance of areas planted in greenery on the streets of Shevchenko, Novyy 
Uzen', Yeraliyev, Shair and many other population points was preceded by a large a- 
mount of difficult work. Promising assortments of plants for greenery have been 
made up for the entire oblast and agrotechnology has been developed for them. 


But the two decades in which the botanists of the Kazakh SSR Academy of Sciences 
have been working on the peninsula are not enough time to test and select for a re- 
gion where there were previously no planted areas those plants that will fully cor- 
respond to the new conditions of their existence. Although it is a very important 
one, only the initial stage of many years of painstaking work has passed. The 
degree of expediency of using one tree or another for greenery can sometimes be re- 
vealed only after 10-15 years, that is, when it reaches its full development. Far 
from all the plants included in today's areas of greenery meet all the requirements. 
Under the influence of unfavorable soil and climate conditions, many of them lose 
their decorative quality during the summer, are infested with pests and diseases, 
and grow old and die before their time. 


The collective of. the botanical garden is faced with the task of continuously im- 
proving the assortment of plants for all soil and climate zones of the peninsula. A 
no less important role is assigned to the development of optimal agrotechnical de- 
vices with respect to the nature of the soil varieties and the depths of the rocks. 


Two approaches can be taken to planting greenery in regions with severe desert na- 
tural conditions. On the one hand, one can extensively use plants that are abori- 
gines of the desert. Here these include primarily oleaster, tamarisk, calligonun, 
thurangian, poplar, saxaul, arborescent thistle and many others. The desert zone is 
their homeland. It is important to select suitable places for their growth and se- 
lect the most productive and decorative representatives. These plants are absolute- 
ly irreplaceable on land with severe salinization, loose sand and rock. Under es- 
pecially severe conditions, the use of plants that are aborigines of the desert pro- 
luces the most effective results. An important reserve is crop plants of the desert 
zone that have been raised here for many centuries. Their nature, like that of the 
aborigines, is well adapted to withstanding the severe conditions of the desert. A 
good example is the smooth leafed elm which is widespread in the republics of Cen- 
tral Asia and the south of Kazakhstan. 


On the other hand, plants from other, less severe soil and climate zones are being 
used extensively for greenery. They have many positive qualities, including their 
lecorativity. It is considerably more difficult and costly to cultivate them. Ag- 


rotechnology is being developed for them which creates conditions for their growth 
that are similar to those of their native locality. Here main attention is devoted 
to maintaining optimal water and saline conditions of the soil. Many of the plants 
included in the greenery assortment of Mangyshlak are of precisely this category. 


During the past period many thousands of varieties, forms and strains of woody, 
blossoming, fruit bearing, feed and other useful plants have been tested. The main 
sources for acquiring the planting and transplanting material have been botanical 
institutions of Kazakhstan and the Central Asian republics, and also the natural 
flora of the desert zone. 


As of today there are 66 varieties growing in the cities and villages of the penin- 
sula which were selected as a result of introductive work with trees and bushes 
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that are stable under local conditions. Moreover, more than 100 varieties are being 
tested in the botanical gardens and several hundred more have been brought in for 
introduction analysis and selection. 


These plants fulfill multifaceted functions and therefore their selection is strict- 
ly controlled. The main ones are shade, protection from wind and dust, regulation 
of the humidity in the air and decorativeness. It is important for one variety of 
plant to fulfill several] of these functions. 


Only by combining many varieties of plants that have properties that are useful to 
man is it possible to make up a greenery assortment that meets with sanitary and hy- 
gienic requirements of a given population point 


Willows and poplars are rapidly growing decorative breeds that produce mich shade 
and improve the surrounding air. But the experience in growing them has shown that 
many of them are not very resistant to the local natural conditions of Mangyshlak, 
are infested with diseases and pests, and die out rapidly. The botanical garden has 
conducted a large amount of work to find new resistant varieties of these species. 


46 varieties and forms of willows and 27 of poplars have been tested and introduced 
into the collection. We have revealed promising plants whict are being introduced 
into the greenery of the peninsula. In particular we have mastered seed propagation 
of turgan poplars, one of the most salt and heat resistant trees, which was previous- 
ly not successful in forestry practice. This made it possible for the botanical 
garden to begin planned planting of them throughout the territory of the oblast. 

The poplars of the selection of the Kazakh Agricultural Institute have recommended 
themselves well. We have isolated a number of species of willows that are resistant 
to the extreme local conditions. 


Row plantings of trees along our streets are always accompanied by lines of bushy 
hedges which usually consist of clipped elm, amorpha, dogrose or tamarisk. The 
hedges play an extremely great role. They must regulate the wind conditions and, 
the main thing, protect humans from dust which frequently causes severe pulmonary 
diseases. 


The plants have varying capacities for accumulating dust. One of the best of them 
is the tamarisk, whose decorative varieties and forms have been selected by the bdo- 
tanical gardea for all the different soil and climate conditions of the peninsula. 
The dogrose is an excellent dust collector. The assortment of these in Mangyshlak 
was extremely poor until recently. Now the botanical garden is testing 1/7 varieties 
of these resistant, highly decorative bushes, some of which will be mass propagated 
in the near future and will enter the supply of greenery. For the same purposes we 
have tested and propagated varieties and strains of lilac and its close relative 
privet, and we are bringing in varieties of mock orange, cotoneaster and many 


others. 


The reserve of high growing species of trees which can grow on our peninsula is far 
from exhausted. Initial tests have produced promising results for the introduction 
of varieties of oak. We have planted an area of seedlings obtained from acorns 
gathered on the Khivinskaya oasis. 


The young oaks showed no sign of wilting even on the hottest days of summer. 
Kirches, whose leaves do not burn even at a young age, also developed successfully. 
It will be necessary to test these species of trees under various natural conditions 
of the oblast. 
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It is especially difficult for evergreen coniferous trees to become acclimatized to 
the desert zone. There is no question about the expediency of introducing them for 
greenery since, in addition to being very decorative, they have valuable sanitary 
and hygienic qualities for improving the environment. In the first stage of provid- 
ing greenery for Mangyshlak we managed to cultivate only three of them successfully: 
one of the eastern biota and two varieties of juniper. At the present time the bo- 
tanical garden is testing more than 60 varieties and forms of coniferous trees. Es- 
pecially good results were obtained with the introduction of varieties of pines, of 
which ordinary pines and Crimean pines are already being introduced into production. 
They are being planted in population points of the plains and mountains of Mangy- 
shlak, on the coastal sands and on the streets of the city of Shevchenko. To culti- 
vate coniferous trees it is important to create specific soil conditions for the de- 
velopment of mycorrhizea in their root systems. They cannot exist without this. 

The botanical garden has developed special agrotechnology for this. 


Work is also being done to introduce fruit plants. In addition to cultivated 
Strains, more than 50 varieties of wild fruit plants have been brought in and are 
being studied for purposes of using them for greenery. 


A large amount of attention is being devoted to the selection and agrotechnology for 
raising blossoming decorative plants. A recommended list has been drawn up for cul- 
tivating 45 varieties in Mangyshlak. New strains of roses, tulips, hyacinths and 
other flowers are being brought in and tested. 


One of the most important tasks facing the Mangyshlak botanical garden is the study 
of questions of phytomelioration of less productive and eroded territories. There 
are large areas like this and they cause a great deal of harm to the national eco- 
nomy. Sandy areas cover 5.9 percent of the territory of the area. According to da- 
ta of the Institute of Soil Science of the Kazaksh SSR Academy of Sciences, 22,5/6 
hectares are covered with loose, crescent shaped sand dunes. There are especially 
large sandy areas on the Buzachi peninsula, the Karynzharyk lowland, and also on the 
border between Ustyurt and northern Mangyshlak. 


Stationary sand can be used for good pastures. They have fairly rich flora. But by 
creating a large concentration of livestock in these places and regulating their 
grazing inefficientiy, animal husbandry farms frequently contribute to transforming 
stationary sand into moving sand which has no vegetation at all. This situation was 
created, in particular, on the Buzachi peninsula, on the Tushchikudukskiy Sovkhoz, 
where considerable areas of pasture eroded. It is not simple to hold this sand down 
and transform it into a pasture. 


The botanical garden is conducting experimental production work for holding down 
moving sand in the region of the village of Tushchikuduk. To this end they are 
studying the experience in securing sand in Uzbekistan and Turkmeniya. They are 
testing a number of kinds of plants that secure sand, whose planting material is 
being gathered from sandy areas of the oblast and also the Kzylkum and Karakum de- 
serts. Varieties of calligonum, saxaul, ancient varieties of thistle, tamarisk and 
other plants are being used. A large amount of scientific research work will have 
to be conducted on phytomelioration of sands. 
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The immense eroded spaces of the clay desert of the Mangyshlak plain are equally 
threatening to the natural balance. They have been caused by technogenic factors. 
They sharply reduce the feed base for animal husbandry and are constant sources of 
dust storms. To restore the plant cover of the desert is a very complex and lengthy 
process. Without man’s intervention it can take centuries. The botanical garden is 
studying and selecting ameliorative plants so that they can be used to restore and 
improve natural feed lands. As one can see from the above, the Mangyshlak experimen- 
tal botanical garden has been given many multifaceted tasks. Their fulfillment in- 
volves thousands of field and stationary research projects, including the study of 
the natural and cultivated flora, the arrangement of various experiments for propa- 

ting and raising plants, the study of the water and salt conditions of the soil, 
physiology, infestation with diseases and pests of the introduced plants, and many 
other things. 
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This research is intended to be conducted with a modern scientific and experimental 
base which will be created on the new territory of the botanical garden. It is mark- 
ed by various soil and lithological conditions which make it possible to reveal the 
ecological capabilities of the plants that are introduced. The creation of a scien- 
tific laboratory complex will considerably facilitate and accelerate the introduc- 
tion of plants which meet all the requirements for greenery.

[text/ It was not so long ago that they used to say the following about the Golod- 
naya feunery] Stepne: "If a bird flies over it, his wings will be scorched; if a man 
steps onto it, his feet will be vurned.” Flowing right alongside were the waters of 
the mighty Syr-Dar'ya River, but the latter did not leave its life-giving moisture 


to the barren, lifeless land, which was languishing from thirst. 


The creation of large-scale irrigation systems in the steppe has transformed the re- 
gion around here. Immersed in the thick greenery of gardens and orchards are the 
picturesque cottages of the Leningrad Kolkhoz's central farmstead. Located here are 
a motion-picture and concert hall, trading center, sports complex, and, of course, 
schools, kindergartens, a hospital, and a polyclinic. But above all the inhabitants 
of Solntsegrad are vroud of their Palaces--of Happiness, Pioneers, and of Labor 
Veterans. 


It is understandable that people gladly move to such a settlement, and this farm has 
skilled workers. Wost of the link-leaders and brigade-leaders have diplomas certi- 
fyine their eraduation from higher and secondary special educational institutions. 
“he workers on this farm were among the first in the repudlic to introduce compre- 
hensive mechanization in cotton erowing, and they have achieved a situation whereby 


each hectare provides a high yield of raw cotton. The milk yields from forage cows 
exceed 4,000 ke. 


There are more and more such farms in the Golodnaya Steppe, whose name has manifest- 
ly become obsolete. Let me cite some of them. They include the Malik and Fergana 
Sovkhozes, as weli as the Sovkhozes imeni Newspaper PRAVDA, imeni Voroshilov, imeni 
-3ri Party Congress, imeni Volkov, and imeni Usman Yusupov. Let me note, in parti- 


cular, that a ereat deal of attention here is being paid to raising the standard of 
livine. 


The oblast party oreanization maintains a constant supervision over this. Special 
commissions have been created under the party committees. They make thorough stu- 
iles of people's demands, of problems which arise, discover shortcomings and omis- 
sions, and vrovide recommendations with regard to restructuring kishlaks [Central 
Asian villaces/. 











In strivine to create the most favorable conditions for our population's work and 
daily lives, we are c lculatine on a large influx of people to our virgin lands, 
which are still not very thickly settled. Compare the following facts: in the Aka- 
ltynskiy, Il'ichevskiy, Komsomol'skiy, Mekhnatabadskiy, and Khavastskiy Rayons 
there are as many as 15 hectares per worker, whereas, say, in the Fergana and Ze- 
ravshana Valleys there is one worker for every 0.1--0.2 hectares. 


"In Central Asia," Tomrade L. I. Brezhnev noted at the 26th CPSU Congress, “there 

is a surplus of manvower, especially in the villaces. And so we must be more active 
in recruiting the vovulation of these places to develop the country's new terri- 
tories.” 


One such territory which has a great need of manpower is the Golodnaya Steppe. Be- 
cause we understand this, we are also conducting work on recruiting personnel. It 
must be confessed, however, that at times families who have moved from more densely 
inhabited places ani arrived here among us have had to return back to where they 
came from. The fact is that the pace of housing and other construction for every- 
Ajay needs is still laecine behind the development of production. And it is not al- 
ways easy to settle the new arrivals in with the suitable levels of conveniences and 
comforts. 


We anticinate that Sredazirsovkhozstroy and the Ministry of Land Reclamation and Wa- 
ter Resources of the USSR, which are engaged in developing our virgin lands, will 
study this problem thoroughly and adopt measures to implement the program of social 
jevelonoment on a broader basis. 


we must not only create zood conditions for the new settlers but also improve them 
for those who are living in settlements which have lagged behind in their own de- 
velopment. People have already moved out of 132 sparsely settled kishlaks. We as- 
sume that there will be a total remainder of 165 major populated points which must 
be develoved. 


‘ntil recent times serious flaws were permitted in the planning of rural housing. 
Cottages were built which were undoubtedly good, but only from the viewpoint of a 
city-dweller. It was difficult to carry on farming on privately owned plots of 
land, and this is necessary for the peasants. 


‘ow we are attempting to erect in the villages farmsteads which, on the one hand, 
will have all the urban conveniences and, on the other hand, will have areas for 
livestock ani fully suitable private plots of land. 


T would like to say something else about a certain detail which at times is not ta- 
ken into consideration by the plarners. Almost all the families of the indigenous 
nationalities in Central Asia cultivate silk cocoons in the springtime. Every year 
‘zbekistan vrovides the country with more than 30,000 tons of silk threads. What a 
tremendous amount is needed to feed the worms in order to collect such a quantity 
of cocoons! And where are they to be kept? It happens that at the high point of 
the feedinc, when the silkworms are multiplying and crowing up, they must occupy 
the kolkhoz and sovknoz clubs, schoolrooms, and even apartments. There is only one 
colution--to add annexes to the cottages. 














Peine concerned with the expansion of housing construction, the party obkom is pro- 
vidine direction for the kolkhozes and sovkhozes to conduct this activity not only 
by means of state capital investments. For, you know, many rural workers are pre- 
~ared to *uild houses usine their own means. And this must be assisted in all 
kinds of ways. 


During the 10th Five-Year Plan more than 25,000 sq- meters of cooperative housing 
were built in the rural area. It could have been more, but there were not enough 
buildine materials. In my opinion, Gosplan, Gossnab, and the USSR Ministry of Land 
Reclamation and Water Yesources should pay more heed to the situation in the re- 
rions being newly develoved; they should allot them additional limits for coopera- 
tive and individual construction. 


‘Now all the settlements have electric, water-main, telephone, and other engineering 
networks. If any link in this chain gets out of order, whose duty is it to conduct 
*he repairs? For this purpose a communal service has been created in the village. 
The range of activity of the communal service's inter-farm combines is great. But 
quite a few difficulties have been encountered in the path of the new. Making then- 
celves felt, in marticular, are shortages of lumber, pipes for water mains, heat- 
ine and eas lines, as well as smre parts for boilers. 


The develovment of the cotton-erowinge virgin lands requires the concerned interest 
of a whole number of demrtments. Let*s mention, for example, that in conjunction 
with the republic’s Ministry of Health we succeeded in utilizing the local mineral 
waters and muds for medicinal purposes. The farms developed their own sanatoriums 
and dispensaries. Yor example, the sanatorium of the Kolkhoz imeni Newspaper PRAV- 
DA, situated on the picturesque tanks of the Syr-Dar'ya, is attractive for its 
bright buildings and fine treatment center. We have been assigned the task of acti- 
vatine dispensaries in every rayon; many of these will be of the inter-farm type. 


Yowever, not all the natural resources which we have at our disposal have been put 
at the disposal of the people. Take solar energy. The solar-engineering sources 

of cheap electricity which have been created by the scientists of the Uzbek SSR Aca- 
demy of Sciences are very necessary to the Golodnaya Steppe. Electric power could 
also be provided by windmills. In our rea, you know, strong winds blow 150 days 

4 year. 


Finally, T would like to touch upon yet another aspect of the problem of developing 
the new lands. This will proceed more rapidly, and the retention rate of cotton- 
srowine personnel will be better, if we create in the settlements good conditions 
for the harmonious spiritual and physical develonment of the individual. On the 


farms of this oblast 137 clubs have been opened, and 422 amateur-arts «roups have 
been created, 


Durine the last 15 years there has been almost a tripling of the book holdings in 

the kolkhoz and sovkhoz libraries. In nine music schools the children of farmers 

learn how to play various musical instruments. There is also a broadening of the 

tase for the development of sports. The oblast's settlements have 59 gymnasiums, 

rances, and outdoor swimming-pools have been built or are under construction in 
all rayon centers. 
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In sveakine about the crowth in the network of cultural-educational and sports in- 
stitutions, it is impossible to nass over in silence the weak aspects of their ope- 
rations. At times the clubs are closed and locked because there are no skilled 
staff personnel. Their training must be the serious concern of the Uzbek SSR Min- 
istries of Culture, Hizher and Secondary Special Education. Or consider the follow- 
ing situation. Their are many amateur groups, but do they always present a good re- 
Dertory? “Not only on the club stages but even in the eblast theater they must put 
on plays which have long ago become outmoded. Let's say, “The Landowner and the 
Farm Laborer"--not a bad show, but we have been presenting it now for more than half 
a century. Put where are the new plays? We do not have enough stage productions 
which celebrate the heroic labor of our contemporaries, in particular, the brave 
conquerers of the deserts, disclosing the rich spiritual world of Soviet people. We 
would be clad to establish closer relations with the creative unions, to see wri- 
+ers, composers, and well-known artists in our clubs. 


4 coo? attitude among the cotton-frowers, alone with their labor achievements, de- 
pends, to a large extent, on whether or not normal conditions are created for them 
in vrotuction work, daily lives, rest and recreation. Concern for this comprises 
the ton-vriority, over-all cause of the party organs, as well as all departments 
connected with the development of the cotton-growing virgin lands.
